$ God giucs his Children, that their names 
ſhall fler-ſh,whereas the memory of the wic= Pſ:1me x7 2. 
ked ſhall rt. To which end we ſeeza great Proy, 10.9, 
part of his owene holy Scripture,is Hittori- 
call, containing narrations of the holy 
and zealous, the valorons and yertuous 
aCtions of godly men, who indced were 
the true-Worthies and Heroes of the world, 
And afterthe Apoſtles times, hee neuer 
lethis Church want ſuch men as ſhould 
and could write the liues, and record the heroicall ations of his Saints 
and ſcruants; as Euſebius, Theodoret, Socrates, and many more in all luC- 
cceding ages, cuen to this day. But where Gods mercie ſhines, there is 
neuer wanting the Diuels malice; and where the hand of God is, there 
the Diuell wil hauea hnger: for he euer ſets vp ſome,who with fained 
miraclcs and forged hiſtories, full of improbabllitics,impoſſibilities,ab- 
ſurditics,and ſometimes ſuperſtitions and impieties, did obſcure and dif- 
parage true and reall ſtories, and made them be denied by the enemies, 
ſulpeEd by the Neurers, and of lefle credit euen with the friends and 
fauourets of thetruth, The elder times cucn of the Primitiue Church, 
were not free from this euill,asſome of the better ſort theri, complained: 
and as all thelearned, that be ſound, doe know to their griefe. And as 
Satan growes elder, ſo cunninger in this trade of forging and lying,and 
the more cunning,the more impudent: in ſo much as the Church of 
Rome,where the Diucl(it ſeemes)hath ſet vp his throne,and keepes his 
faires and markets; for this trade, is growneſo ſhameleſle herein (in this 
latter age, fince the looſing of Sathan) that many of the more learned 
andreaſonable amongſt themſelues, haue beene aſhamed of their Le- 
gendsand lying libels. And one ef them doubts not to ſay, hee was 2 
man paſt bluſhing, of aleaden mouth, and an iron beart, that laid toge= Tudou Yiuts. 
ther their Legends. Thefull diſcouery hereof, requires a volume by it 
ſelfe, and it may be their impndencie will extort it from ys, that ſo the 
mouth of wickednefle may beſtoppedatthelaſt. Meane time will your

In lths caſe noble Galeacius, when hee was come to 
yeares and /knowteage of Chriſt, refuſed to be called (anne and 
heiretoa Margueſſe,Cup-bearer to an Emperour, Nephew to a 
Pape;and choſe rather toſuffer affisition,perſecution;Laniſbment, 
loſſe of lands, linings, wife, children, honours, and preferments, 
then to enioy the ſinful pleaſures of Italy for 4 ſeaſon; efteeming 
the rebuke of Chriſt greater riches, then the honors of a Hare 
queſdame withiut Chriſt : and therefore ſeeing be'muſt'eythey 
want Chriſt or want them, he diſpoiled hinſcife of all-theſe to

proucd to the Prince (as oftentimes afore, fo eſpecially) at 
the liege of Naples, whattime it was allaulted by Lorrechi- 
w7,as that afterward, when the Emperour Charles the fiftof 
'that name, (who then was at Rowe to receivethe Imperiall 
Bets $43 " Crowne

crowne and. other ornaments of the Empire). didiappoint 
| the (aid Prince, with certaine: forces, to.goe and beſiege the 
| Citie of Florencezhe thought-it needfull.torake the ſaid Ca- 
1 lantonins with him;for his wiſdomeand grauecounſe]lFrom 
*1 whence when that ſeruice was ended, he being ſent to Ceſar 
himſclfe, he did ſowiſcly demcane him(elte in all his aftaires, 
and did fo ſufficiently (atisfhe the Emperour in all things, 
that he made good in every point, that worthy teltimonic 
which the Prince had -giuen of him; whereupon he being at 
that time moſt honourably entertained of the Emperour 
himſelfe, was by him not only aduanced to the [tate and title 
of a Marquellc,but alſo equally ioyned in Commiſſion with 
the Viceroy of Naples (for his wiſdomeand experience in all 
kinde of affaires) tobe aſliſtant vnto him, and fellow with 
him in ſwaying the Scepterof that Kingdome. In which of- 
fice and funRion hee lo carried himſelfe, as he wonne the 
good will of both ſmalland great,as well of the Noblcs,as of 
the Commonalty: yea,in ſo much as he was deeply inueſted 
in the fauour of the Emperour Charles and King Philip his 
ſonne. And ſo hecontinued inthis dignity till the laft day of 
hislife, which was in themoneth of February, in the yeare 
1562, hee being himſelfe more then threeſcore and ten: 
yearcs of age. \ 4 URe 
Such afather, and no worſe had this Galeaciws, As for his; 
mother,ſhe was deſcended of the noblefamily of the Carsffi: 
* Thatiss and her owne brother was afterward *Papeof Rome.Which: 
_ Paw TI affirme not to that end, as thoughthis in it ſelfe was any 
cm praiſe or honor to Galeacins, butthat his louc to true 
Religion,and his conſtancie in defencevherof; (euen agaioft 
ſuch mighty ones) 'may appcare the moreadmirable to all 
that hcarcit, asit hereby did to all that knew him. Of which 

his loue totruc Religion, we ſha{l ſpeake more anon. 
Galeacin; being twenty yeares old, and'the,onely ſonne 
of his mother,who was now deceaſed;his father Calantonins 
bing delirous to continue his name, topreſerue his houſe 
and poſteritie, and to maintaine his cltatc and patrimonie, 
whoſe lands amounted to the ſumme of five: 417

Caracetolns,, M arg.of Vico. 4 
pounds a yeare/and vpward; did therefore: prouide him a 
wife, a Virgin of noble birth,called /i&oria, daughter tothe 
Duke of Nwacerss, one of the principall Pecres of Zia, with 
whom he had in name of portion,or dowrie, lixe thouland 
fue hundred pounds. Heliued with his wife Us#eria vnto 
the yeare 1 551.atwhichtime heforſouke houſe family,and 
country for Religions lake :andin that time he had by his 
wife [ixe children, (foureſonnes and two daughters.) His cl- 
delt ſonne died at Panorma,in the yeare 1 577, leauing be- 
hindehim oneſonne and one daughter:the ſonneobtaining 
by inheritance the Marqueſdome of Uicunr, (amongltdi- 
uers other things) married a wife of noble birthafore his 
Grand-father Ga/eacins died, By whom,as I hcare, he hath 
| two children,to whomthis Galeecizs is great Grand-father. 

' Now all theſe particulars doeI thusſee downe, to this end, 1 
that the perſcuerance of fo great a man may appearethe bet= 4 
ter by all theſecircumſtances, which is no letle thena moſt i 
glorious victory ouer ſo many temptations.

Jz* Marquelle Calantonius ſeeing ſo good hope of the 
4 continuanceof his houſe and polteritie,deliringnotto 
erue onely, buetoencreale and augmentthe dignity of 

is houſe, purpoſed therefore that his fon Galeacixs ſhould 
ſeeke furcher honor, and follow the Court, Whereforema- 
king offcr ofhim tothe Emperour. Charles, hee was moſt 
kindly entertained into the Emperours:houle and feruice, 
and ſoone after was made the /Emperours Gentleman- 
fewer. Inwhich place and office within ſhorttime, heboth 
wonnethefauour ofthe Nobilitic,andthereſt of the Court, 
andgrewitobe of ſpeciall account euen with the Emperour 
bimſalfe : forall mens opinionand judgement of him was, 
thattherewas not one of many to be compared withhinxfor 
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innocencie of life; elegancie of manners, ſound judgement 
and knowledge of many things. Thus' Galeacivs was in all 
mens opinions, in the high way to-all honourand cltimati- 
on: forthe Prince whom heſerued was moſt mightie, and 
the Monarch of the biggeſt part 'of the Chriſtian world, 
' But allthis was little : for God, the King of Kings, of his 
ſingular mercic and grace did purpole tocall him to farre 
more greater dignitic, andto more certaine and durable ris 
ches. And this ſo-great and rarea worke did the Lord bring 
to palle, by ſtrangeand ſpeciall meanes, So-it was, that in 
thoſe dayes a certaine Spaniard, anoble manzdid ſoiourne at 
Naples, who had toname lohamnes Waldeſaus : this Gentle» 
man being come to ſome knowledge of thetruth of the 
Golpell,and eſpecially of the doQtrine of Tuſtification ; vicd 
often'to conferre with,and ta/in{truc diucrs other, Noble 
men his companions and familiars in points of Religion, 
cunfuting the talſe opinions of-our owne inherent luſtifica- 
tion, and of the merits of good workes ; andſo conſequent- 
ly detetingthe vanity of many Popiſh points,and the tond- 
nelle of their ſuperſtitions: by which meancs he fo preuai- 
| led, orrather the Lord by him, that divers of thoſe Noble 
Gentlemen began to creepe out of Popiſh darknetle, andto 
perceiue ſome light of the truth : Amongltthele, was there 
one Johannes Franciſcus Ceſarta, a noble Gentleman and 

kinſemantothis our Galeacires. 

Of this Gentleman, firſt of all, did Galeacizss heare diuers 
things in conference, which ſeemed to him much contrary 
. tothe courle of the vaineworld ; yea muchto crolle even 
hisageandeltate, andcourlſe of lite 3' as namely of the true 
meanes of ourTullification,of the excellencie and power of 
Gods word, of thevanity of the moſt of Popiſh (uperſtiti- 
ons,&c. For Ga/cacirs eſteemed and vicd this Gentleman as 
his familiar friend,both being neere of his blood, and ſpeci» 
ally for that he was a Gentleman of very good parts, Now 
although the ſpeeches of this Gentleman did not-at the 
firſt ſo farre preuaile with him, as to make him forlake the 
vanities of this life z notwithſtanding it was not altogether , 
| in 
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in vaine: forthat God which hadordayned himto be af, Pe- 
ciall inſtrument of his glory,would not ſuffer (o good ſeege 
to: periſh, though it ſeemed for a time to be caſt cucn a- 
monglt chornes: neither will-it bebelide che-purpoſe to (er 
downe: particularly the meanes, which it pleaſed God to 
vle for the working of this ſtrange converlion : amongſt 
which, this was one.

TO time Peter Martyr Vermilina,a Florentine,was a 
publike Preacher and Reader at Naples. This man was a 
Canoneregular (as they call them)a manlincethen of great 'q 
name,for his (ingular knowledge in Chriſtian Religion,his 
godly manners and behauiours,and for his ſweet and copi- \ 
ous teaching; for hee afterward caſting away his Monkes 
coule,and renouncing the ſuperſtitions of Popery,he ſhone 
ſo brightly in GodsChurch,that he diſperſed and ſtrangely 
druuc away the darknetle and miſts of Popery. Galeacizes 
was once content at Ceſerts his motion, to be drawne to 
heare Peter Martyrs Sermon; yet not ſo much for any de- 
ſire hee had to learne, as mouecd and tickled with a curious 
humour to heare ſo famous a man as then arty was ac- 
counted. At that time Peter Martyr was in hand with Paxls 
firſt Epiſtle to the, Coriuthbians, and as hee was ſhewing the 
weaknelle and deceitfulnelle of the iudgement of mans rea- 
ſon in ſpirituall things,as likewiſe the power and efficacy of 
the word of Gad,in thoſe men in whom the Lord worketh 
by his ſpirit; amongſt other things hee vſed this Similie, or 
.compariſon: If aman walking in alarge place,ſce a farre off 
men and women dauncing together, and heare no ſound of 
Inſtrument,he will iudge them mad, or at lealt fooliſh; but if 
hee come neerer them), and perceiue their order,and heare 
their muſicke, and marke their meaſures and their courles, 
he will then be of another minde,andnotonely takedelight | 
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in fecing them, but feele 9 delire in himſelfe to beare them 
. - company and daunce with them.Euen the fame (ſaid Afar- 
t9r) betides many men, who when they behold in others a 
ſodaineand great change in their lookes,apparel,behauiour, 
and whole courſe of life, at the firſt ſight, they impureit to 
melancholy,or ſome other fooliſh humour;butiftheytooke 
more narrowly intothe matter, and beginto heareand per- 
ceiue the harmony and (weet conſent of Gods Spiric;and his 
word inthem(by the ioynt power of which two,this change 
was made and wrought,which aforethey counted folly)then 
they change their opinion of them, and firſt of all begin ro 
like them and that'change in them, and afterward feelc in 
them(ſeſues a delire-and motion to imitate them, and to be 
of the number of ſuch men,who forſakiagthe world and her 
vanities, doe thinke that they ought to reforme their liues 
by the rule of the Guſpell, that ſo they may come to true 
and ſound holine(le, This compariſon,by the grace of Gods 
Sec howthe Spirit, wrought ſe wonderfully with Galeacne,( as himſelfe 
ans ou *._ hath oftentolde his friends) that fromthat hourc he reſol- 
fon from Po. UCd with hirmſelfe, more carefully toreſtraine his affeions 
pery,is true & froimfollowingthe world,and her pleaſures,as before hee 
ſound mortifi« did, and to ſet his minde about ſecking out the truth of Re- 
"9 ot carnal [jojonand the way to true happineſſe, To'this purpoſe hee 

uits, and a Ga : 

change of life, P<g2N'tO readethe Scriptures euery day, being perfwaded, 
Scealſo how. that truth of Religion, and ſoundneſle of Wiſedome was to 
the firſt means be drawne out of that Fountaine, and that the high-way to 
to br 2g 2m Heauen was thenceto be ſought, And further,all his acquain- 
them  tanceand familiaritiedid heturne intoſuch company as out 
tudy of holy Of whoſe life and conferences he was perſwaded hee might 
Scriptures, reape thefruit of godlinelſe and pure Religion. And thus 
of farre, inthis ſhort time,had the Lord wrought with him'by 
that Sermon,as firſt,to conſider with himſelf: ſcriouſly whe 
ther he-was right orno:{eccondly,to takevpa continuall ex- 
ercife of reading Scripture: thirdly , to change his former 
company, and make choice of better. And'thiswas done in 
the 'yeere one thoufand fine hundred fortie and One, andin 
the foure and twenticth yeere of his age. 
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Of the flrange cenſure: the world gaue of his conuer/ion, and 
how the better ſort reiozced at it, 


BY: when this ſodaine alteration ofthis noble and young 
Galeacins was [cene and perceiued in Naples, it can be 
ſcarce ſet downe how greatly it amazed his olde compani- 
ons,which as yet cleaued ro the world,and to the affeRions 
of the flcſh : many of them able to render no cauſe of it, 
could not tell what to fay of it; ſome iudged it but a melan- 
cholicke paſſion; others thought it -plaine folly, and feared 
he would becomelimple and doting,and that his wit began 
by ſome meanesto be empaired. Thus euery one gaue his 
verdi& and cenfure of him, but all wondred, and-doubted 
what it would turne to. But the better ſort of men,and ſuch 
as feared God, and had their minde enlightened with ſome 
knowledge of Religipn;-as they wondred no letle to (ce fo 
great a change in ſo greataimen, ſa likewiſe they were ſur- 

rized with exceeding ioy to ſec it : for they were perſwa- 
ded that God had ſomegreat and extraordinary worke init; 
chat a yong gallant,a noble man of ſuch wealth and honour 
as hewas,liuing in ſuch delightand pleafures,in fo generall 
a corruption of life,both in Court and Countrey, but eſpe- 
cially his age, nobilitie, wealth and honour being ioyned 
with the wanton deliciouſnetle of the courtly life: I ſay,that 
ſuch a man ſhould be induced with the ſpirit of holineſle, 
and fo farre affeRed with repentance, as that hee ſhould 
contemne all thole inreſpe& of heauen,they eſteemed of ir 
(asit was indeede).a rare matter, and ſc}dome ſeene in the 
world : and therefore they greatly reioyced at it, and pray- 
{ed the Lord on his behalfe, Among(t thoſe menthat thus 
reioyced at his conuerſion, was one Marcus Autonins Fla- 
mini, a Scholar of greatname, and an excellent Poet, his 
Paraphraſe on the Plalmes, and other very good Poems 


doc ſufficiently teſtifie, Ga/eacirs about this time received a 
* Letter 
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letter from this Flaminins, wherein he did congratulateand 
reioyce with him,for the grace and gift cf God, which was 
beſtowed on him in his conuerſion, This Letter TI thoughe 
good to inſert into the body of this ſtory,(as being worthy 
of no lefle) ro the end thatit might be a witneſſe in times to 
come, of the good opinion which ſuch men had conceived 
of him, who knew the foundation of true Iultification, 
though they were yer pollefled with other crrours,as about 
the Sacrament, andof the Maile, &c, which alas as yettliey 
were dot ableto diſcerneof,as after-by the greater grace of 
God, this Galeas did, The Copie of the Letteris this,

Ight Noble Lord, when I conſider ſeriouſly theſe 
i Cer.1.26.27, 4 Cwords of "Pal, Brethren you ſee your calling, that #er

Which being 
ſo, were it not follyand madnelle to diſplcale ſuch a Go, 
to: pleaſe ſo fond a World ? It were a ſhamefull thing if a 
Wife ſhouldendcuour to pleaſe other men rather then her 
Husband, How much more then vnworthy is it, if our 
Soulcs ſhould rathcraymeto pleaſe the vaine World, then 
their moſt holy SpouſeChrilt Icſus ? If the onely Sonne of 
God was content, notonely to be reuiled, yea and ſcourged; 
but even todyevponthe Crolle,as a curled malefator,and 


all for vs ; why ſhould not weemuch more beare PE 
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the taunts and mockes; yea, euen'thefſlandersof Godsene- 
mies ? Let vs therefore arme our ſelues as it were, withis'ho- 
ly pride, and (in aforr) ſcorne and laugh/attheirmockes': 
and putting vpon'vs mercy and pitie, as the feeling mem- 
bers of Chriſt, let vs bewayle fo great blindnefle in them, 
and let vs intreatethe Lord for them, 'to'pull them out of 
that palpable darkeneſſe,into his true and marucilous light,

M, Antonius Flaminius, 
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Of the many temptations the Diuell vſea to pull him batke , ac 
by his Father, his Wife, and by Noblemen of bis acquain- 
ance. 


Y this,and other holy meanes, Galeacins was confirmed 
in the doctrine of the Truth, and went forward con- 
tantly in the courſe of Gods calling,andthe vvay of godli- 
nes:Butthe more conragiouſly he went on,the more bore 6- 
ly the Divell raged againſt him by his temptations, ende- 
vouring thereby to'hinder him in that happy courle : yea, 
and if it were poliible, to drive him backe againe, vvhich 
courſe hee commonly takesagainſt thoſe, whot havepro- 
poundedto themſclues to tame the rebellion of the fleſh, 
and-o relinquiſh the vanities of the world , And firſt of 
all, this zcalous courſe of his in Religion procured him an 
infinit number of mockes, and made him fubie& to moſt 
vileſlanders; yea, made him incurre the hatred of a great 
| number; but eſpecially did he herein diſpleaſe and vexe his 
Facher,as one that was not onely of a contrary Religion, but 
one 
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one who onelyintended the honour of his houſe, and the 
aduancing of his poſtcritte, which in reſpeR of Religion,Ga- 
leaciis cared not for at all : and therefore he did often ſharp- 
ly chide him, andcharged him with his fatherly authoritie, 
to: put away thoſe -melancholy conceits ( as hee termed 
them, ) No doubt but this was molt gricuous to him, who 
_ alwaics was moſt fubmiſle and obedientto his father. But an- 
other griefe did more inwardly atHi& him, which was in re- 
ſpe of his wife Viftoria, Who though ſhee wasalwayes 8 
molt kinde and dutifull wife, as alſo very wiſe, yet ſhe would 
by no meanes yeeld to this motion and change of Religion; 
becauſe ſhe thought and feared it would breed infamic and 
reproach,to her{clfe,and her houſe; and therefore was con- 
einually working on him by all mcanes and deuices ſhee 
could:labouringto move him by teares and complaints,and 
by all kinds of entreaty thata wife could yſe to her husband: 
and withall ſometimes vrging him with ſuch vainc and fond 
realons, as commonly women of that Religion are furniſh- 
ed withall, Whata vexation this was, and what an impedi- 
ment to his conuerfion, ſuch may.iudge calily,whoarc cum- 
bred with husbands or wiucs of a contrary Religion, And 
no little griefe and temptation was it to him, belidcs all 
theſe,that the molt part of the Noblemen,inand about Na- 
ples ( being either of his blood, or kindred, or his familiar 
friends ) vied continually to reſort vnto him. to folluw their 
old and. ordinary ſports and pleaſures. Alas ! how hard a 
thing was it to ſhake off all theſe on a ſodiiue, .and to take 
vpon him a dire contrary courſe of life, to thathe had led 
with them afore ; which he muſt needs doe, if hewould goe 
on as he had begun? And further, it was no little vexation 
to his ſoule to liue inthe Court, when his Office and Place 
called him thereunto: for there hee might heare of-any 
thing rather then of Religion:and nota word, by any means, 
.of Gods word, buttalke enough of common and vyorldly 
preferments and pleaſures, and deuiling of meanes forthe 
molt cruel! handling and diſpatching out ofthe vvay all 
-(uch as ſhould depart from the Romiſh Faith. Any I 
NeEatt 
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| Heart mayecalily conceive how deepely thoſe temptations 
and hinderances vexed his righteous ſoule inthis his courſe 
towards God : info much thata thouſand to one, they had 


turned him backeagaine; anddoubtrleffe they had done ſo 
indeed, had not'God aſfi{ted him with (peciall grace. 
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Hew he eſcaped the ſnares of the « Arrian Anabaptiils, and 
afier of the Wldeſians : and of hes reſolution to leane his 
Comuntrey, Honours, and Linings, to enioy the bernie of 
Goas Religion, 


JD Vt aboue all theſe, Satan had one aiſault Rrongelt of all, 
whereby he attempredto ſeduce him from the true and 
lincere Religion of God, About that time the Realme of 
Naples was (ore peltered with Arriansand Anabaptiſts:who 
daily broched their herelies amongſt the common people, 
colouring them ouer with glorious ſhewes, Theſe fellowes 
perceiving Galeaci notfully (etled as yet in Religion, nor 
yet lyffticiently grounded inthe Scripture, tried all meancs 
they could to entangle him in their errorsand blaſphemous 
fancies: wherein the mightic worke of God was admirable 
towards him : for hee being a youth, a Gentleman, but a 
meane [choller, andlittle (tudied, and but lately enteredin- 
to the ſchoole of Chriſtian Religion ; who would haue 
thought that ever hee could haue reliſted and eſcaped the 
ſnares of thoſe Heretikes; many of them being great and 
| grounded (cholars,andrhroughly ſtudiedintheScriptures? 
Notwithſtanding, by the lincere [implicitie and plainneile 
of Gods truth, and the an 1972 ofthe holy Ghoſt, hee 


not onely defcried the fondnelle of their Herelies, but cuen 
viitied the knots, and brake their nets, and delivered him- 
ſelfe. and mightily confuted them: yea ſuch was the working 
of God,as being ſometimein.their meetings, he was [trong- 
ly confirmedin the doQtrine of the truth, by ſecing and hea- 
| E ring 
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ringthem, Thus by Gods mercic he clcaped, and wascons+ 
querour in this fight, 

Butthe diucll had notſo done with him,for another and 
more dangerous battell preſently followed, The Waldeli- - 
ans, of whom we ſpake before, were at that time in Naples = 
in good number. With them did Ga/eacnes daily conuerle, 
their courſes of life and ſtudy being notfarre vnlike, Theſe 
diſciples of Waldeſius knew as yet no more in Religion, but 
the point of Iuſtification: and miſliked and eſchewed ſome 
abuſes in Popery ; and neucrthel<ile ſtill frequented Popiſh 
Churches; heard Malles, and were preſent ordinarily at vile 
Idolatries. Gatcacins for a time conuerſed with theſe men, 
and followed their way:which courſe doubticiTe would haue 
ſpoiled him, as it did a greatſort uf them ; who afterwards 
being takenand committed for thetruth, werecalilybrought 
to recant their Religion, becauſe they wanted the chicfe and 
the molt excellent points, nor were ſufficiently (etled ; and 
yet afterwards againe, not daring to forlake their hold in 
Luſtification z and therefore comming to it againe, were ta= 
kenas relaplersand back-ſliders, and put to cxtreame tor- 
ments and cruell death, In the like danger had Galeacires 
beene, but thatthe good providence of Godotherwiſe diſ- 
prion better prouided for him:his office and placethat 

e barc in the Emperours Gourr, called him into Germany, 
and ſo withdrew him from his companions the Waldelians: 
for the Lord had a greater worke to worke in him then the 
Waldelians were able totcach him : for there in Germany 
he learned(that he neuer knew afore) thatthe knowledge 
of thetruth of Tuſtification was not ſufficient for ſaluation z 
whileſt in the meanetime, a man wittingly defiled himlclfe 
with Idolatry, which the Scripture calles ſpirituall whores 
dome: and of no mandid he reape moreſoundand come 
fortable inſtruction, then of Peter Martyr, of whom wee 
ſpake afore, whom God had lately called out of 1raly, and 
confirmed him in the truth, This 2dartyr inſtruted Galea- 
cis loundly,in the way of the truth, and made it plaine vn« 
to him, by priuatc conferences, as well as publike reading : 

or 
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for hee was at that time publike profeſſor of Divinitie at 
Stranibroughin Germany, Galeaciu furniſhed with thoſe ho- 
ly inftruRions, returned to Naples, and preſent)y reſorting 
to his companions, the Waldelians, among(t other points, 
conferred with them about the eſchewing of Idolatry, and 
deliuered his judgement therein, But they not enduring 
ſcarce to heare it, preſently forſooke him, for they would 
by no meanecs entertaine that doctrine, which they knew 
was ſureto bring vpon them atflitions,perſecutions,lotle of 
goods and honours, or eiſe would cauſe them to forlake 
Countrey,houſe,and land,wife and childe,and ſo cuery way 
threatened a miſerable eſtate to the profe(Tors thereof. Now 
this their forlaking of him,and telling him of the danger of 
this profeſſion,was another ſtrong temptation to keepehim 
wrapped intheir Idolatry, and. to make him content him- 
ſelte with their imperfe& and peeced Religion, But God 
which had in this cternall election predeltinate him,that he 
ſhould be a lingular example of conſtancie tothe editicati» 
on of many, andthe confulion and condemnation of luke- 
warmeprofeſlours; gaue him that excellentreſolution, and 
that heauenly courage,as he eſcaped at lalt conquerour 0- 
uer all thoſetemptations and allaults of Satan ; and noching 
could (uthce or content him,but the pure Religion,and al- 
ſo the profeſſion of it : and therefore [eeing no hope ofre- 
formation in Naples, nor any hope to haue the Waldeſians 
ioyne with him, and ſceing plainly that he could notſerue 
Godin that countaey ; hee reſolued vndoubtedly that hee 
would forſake the countrey, and ſecke for Chrilt and his 
Religion wherefocuer he might inde them; andthat hee 
would rather forſake father, wife,children,goods and lands, 
offices and preferments to winne Chrilt,then to enioy them 
: all, and want Chriſt Ieſus. 
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Of the grienous combates betwixt the fleſh and the ſpirit, 
when he reſolued of his dgpartuve, 


Ow here by the way it may not be omitted, what kind 
of cogitations,he hath often ſaid,came into his minde, 
as hewas delibcrating about this great matter, For firſt of 
all, as often as he looked on his father, which he did almoft 
euery houre, who dcerely loued him, and whom againe he 
reſpeRed in all dutie and reuerence: (o often doubtleile he 
was (triken at the heart with vnſpeakeable griefe tothinke 
_ of hisdeparture; his minde no doubroftenthinking thus : 
What,and mult I needs forſake my deere and louing father, 
and cannotl els haye God my Father? O miſerable and vn- 
happy father of my body, which muſt ſtandin compariſon 
with the Father of my ſoule ! And mult I needs faile in du- 
tic to him, if I performe my dutieto God? © miſerable old 
man ! for what deeper woundcan pierce him, then thus to 
be depriued of theonely ſtafte and comfort of his old age } 
Alas, ſhall I thus leaue him in ſuch a ſea of troubles; and 
ſhall I be the onely meancs to (trike into his heart the dee 
pelt wound of griefe,that yet euer pierced hin in all his life ? 
This my departure isſure to make my felfe the obloquie of 
the world: yeato breed reproch and ſhame to the Marqueſle 
my father, and to my whole ſtockeand kindred, How is it 
poſible thatthe good oldman'can ouercome or endure (o 
great a griefc, buc rather he multneeds be ſwallowed vp of 
it, and ſo with woe and miſcrie end hislife ? Shall I then be 
the cauſe of death to my father, who would,ifnecd had been, 
redeemed my life with his owne death? Alaswhat a miſeric 
is this like to be, either to me, or him, or vs both ? yet muſt 
I care ctle for bringing his gray head with ſorrow vnto the 
graue,then for caſting my owne pooreſoule with horror in- 
to hell. And no leſle inwardly was he grieued in reſpe& of 
his Noble wife Vs@oria: for hauing no hope that ſhe would 
TENOUNCE 
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renounce. Popery, and goe with him: therefore he durſt not 
make knowne vnto her the purpole of his departure z bye 
rather rclolucd for Chriſts ſake to leaue her and all,. and to 
follow Chriſt. She was now,as he was himſelfe, inthe prime 
of youth,a Lady of great birth, faire,wiſe and modeſt; but 
her louc and loyaltic to her husband ſurpailcd all. How 
was it polltble patiently to [eaue ſuch a wife? ſo that his per- 
plexcd minde diſcourſedon this faſhion when he looked on 
her : And ſhall I ſo, yea ſoluddenly, and fo vakindly leaue - 
and forſake my wife, my molt dearc and louing wifc, the 
onely ioy of my heart in thisworld, my companion and 
partner in all my griefe and labour; the augmenter of my 
toy,the leflencr of my woe ? And ſhall Ilcauc her, notfora 
time, { as heretofore 1 did, whenthe Emperoursſeruſce cal- 
led mee; from her) but for cuer,neuer againeto cnivoy her : 
yea it may beneuer to (ce her? And ſhall I deprive my ſelfe 
of her, andthereby depriuc my ſelfc of all others allo, and 
of all the comfort of the coniugalllife and marricd cſtate ? 
And ſhall I ſo leauc her delvlatc, .andalone in that eſtate 
andage whereof (hc is?Alas poore Lady,what ſhall ſhe doe? 
what ſhall become of her, andotf her lictle ones when Iam 
| gone? How many dolcfull daics without comfort, many 
waking nights without ſleepe, ſhall ſheepallez ouer 2 What 
will ſhe doc but weepeand waile, and pine away with grictc ? 
And as he caſt theſe things in his minde, hethought he cuen 
ſaw his wife, how ſhetooke on with her elfe,lighing,and ſob- 
bing,and weeping ; yea howling and-crying,and running af- 
ter himyvith theſe pitiful out-cries : Ah my dearc Lord, 
and ſweete husband yvyhither will you goe? and yvill you 
leaue me miſerable woman, comfortlelle and (uccourlelle ? 
What ſhall become of me when you are gune 2 whatcan ho- 
EE CO ah 
dclightsand pleaſures in the carth ; what can they all.doe to 
my comfort when1 want you? And whatioycan I haucin 
my children without you, but rather my gricfe to be dou- 
bled tolooke on them?And how can 1,or the world be per. 
ſwaded that you garefor.them, and for my {elfe ? Isthis the 
E 
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loyethat thoti haſt ſo' often boaſfed of ? Ah;miſcrablcloue 
which hath this 1ſueFeither neuer Jiddeſt thou loue mee, 
elſe ncuer hd true loue' fo ſtrange an end as this of yours 
hath. And yetwhich is worſethen all this;you neuer ſhewed 
me caufe of this ybur ſtrange'departure ; had 1 knowne 
caule, it would Heuer have Srieckdine hatfe ſo much : But 
nowthatthecatſe is not knowen,what willthe world fudge, 
buttharthe fault isin me2 at leaſt, if they cannot condemne 
me for it; yer how reprochfull will it be ro me, when even 
euery baſe companion dare lay'it in my diſh, ' and point at 
me with their fingers when I goc by, and ſay, this'is that 
fond woman, who married him with whom ſhee could not 
live, and whormher husband difdained toliue withall? This 
is that ſimple foole, who is defolatc haying a hasband z and 
a widow,her husband yetheing aliue.Either ſhall 1 be coon- 
ted wicked, which haue cauſedtheeto Teaue me ; or fooliſh, 
miferable, and vnhappie, who chofe fo fondly, as totake 


him, whom I could not be ſure of whenT had him. In a 


word, Iſhall be depriued of thee : yea of all poſlibilitic of 
having any other; and ſo'hauing a husband, T ſhall live in 
all mifery altogether without a husband, Theſe two cogita« 
tions of his father and his wife greatly tormented him, and 
the more becauſe helaboured to keepe cloſe this fire,which 
burned and botled in his heart* namely, to conceale his de»

tocxile,poucrty, ſhame, and many other milcries yi

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hope of recouery foreuer: to change his former pleaſant 
life into all hardneſle, andro giue a farewell to all the defi. 
cacies of 1raly, wherein hee was why. 4 toleaue that 
goodly gatden of his Father the Marquelſes, which once 
ſhould be his owne;the goodlielt garden almoſt in all 7:aty 
or all Chriſtendome; which'was furniſhed with plants of all 
ſorts ;'atzd theſe not onelyof all fuch as grow in /raty, but e- 
uen ſuch as wereto be got out of all other countries : this 
Garden and Orchard wasfocxquifite, both this way, andin 
divers other forts of ceganicics, thar a greatnumber of men 
of all Qualities reforred daily our of all countries to ſee it:But' 
this and all other the pleafures and delicacies of this preſent 
life could doe nothing with him, to remoue him from his 
purpoſe ; but hee renounced them all, andreſolued to leave 
them all to follow Chriſt : ſo ſtrong and admirable was the 


conltancieof this Noble Gentleman.

Flow we pom hit heroicall reſolution, leaving all for 


| Chriſt, and going to Genena, 


Herevpon making knowne his minde but to a 
few, and thoſe his moſt familiar friends, and of 
whom hee hoped well for Religion ; he wrought 


 backcagai 


that they would accompany him in this voluntary and 
Chriſtian baniſhment, that ſo they might enioy the true 
liberty and peace of conſcience in the erue Church of God. 
But how deepe and vnſcarchable the iudgemenes of God 
arc, the euent afterward ſhewed: for divers ofthem(though 
not all )who for a time ſcemed-to be indued and led with 
a molt earneſt zealce of Gods glory in this ation ; when 
they came to the borders of /taly, and conlidered what 
they forſooke, and to what they now tooke themlclues : 
eff began to looke backe againe to 1taly; afterwards wene 
ine indeed, and1o turned againe to the vomit of 
their pleaſures. Butthis ingratieudeto the Lord forlo great 
a fauour offred them,the Lord purſued witha juſt reuenge: 
for purpoling to ferue God in their pleaſures, and in the 
mid(t of Popery, they were after taken by the Spaniſh In= 

uifitionz and fo publikely recanting and abiuring Chri- 
ian Religion,they were afterward ſubie to all miſery and 
infamy z neither-trufted nor loued of the one fide nor the 
other. This fearfull deſertion and backſliding of theirs, 
doubtletſewasmoſt grieuousto Galeacizs;and verily the di 
uill hoped hereby yet once againe to haue diverted him 
from his intended courſe, in making him be forſaken of 
thoſe by whoſe company and ſociety hee hoped to hauc 


| beenegreatly comforted in this diſcomfortable voyage. But 


notwi Gangingall thi, Gayoes continued reſoke in his 

rpole, and atlalt finding opportunity, attempted his de- 

[aa and madefit for it ; yet made no ſhew of any ſuch 

matter; but rather coloured andconcealed his intent, "wy 
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godly a purpole :andſo eathering together ſome thouſand 
marks of his mothers goods which ſhe had Iefthim:on the 
one & twenticth of March, 1551.inthe yeereof his age the 
foure andthirticth, hee departed from Nap/es in manner as 
he was wont'to doeafore, making it knowne thar he purpo- 
ſed to gocinto Germany to the Emperour; who at thattime 
held his courtat e£#wrge: and thither indeed hee went 
accordingly, and ſtayed ſeruing 3n his 9 and officetill 
the (ixe and twentieth of May in the ſame yeere : Vpon 
which day leauing the court and the Emperours ſeruice, 
and his honorable office which there hee bare; and taking 


his laſt and euerlaſting farewell of the court, andall worldly | 


delights, (and yet departing in ordinary fort as afore, and 
in purpoſeto goeinto the Low countries,as ſome thought) 
he tooke his iourney Rraight toward Gerena, and thither 
cameby Gods good hand the eight of Iune,and there reſted 
his weary body, and repoſed his much more wearied con- 
ſcience, with a full ioyfull heart: yea, with the greateſt ioy 


that cuer came to him inall hislife, buronely at the time of 


his conuerlion.

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member that Ga/eacins didalwaics ſoloue him;thatthe gen 
tlemanwas notlo ſorrowfullfor bisdeparture, but Galea-/ 
ci4 was much more forrowfull, that he'could not winne 
him to haue gonewith/him, in this holy Pilgrimage for re« 
ligions ſake ; but he ſo much feared to haue beene hinde= 
red himſelfe, that hee dur(t not deale with this gentleman 
his deareſt colin, no,nor with his wife,to perſwadethem to 
haue gone with him, The gentleman comming to Geneua 
enquired/after Galeacirs, Atthatrime Galeacins dweltinan 
ordinary and meane houſe, which'hee had taken to his 
ownevſe, hauing no more attendance, but onely two ſer= 
uvants: the Gentleman atlalt found him ovt,and preſented 
himſelfe into his ſight: It had beene a pitifull ſpeacleto 
haue ſeene the meeting of theſe two gentlemen : their firſt 
meeting and embracings were nothing at all, but 'ſighes 
and ſobs, and tcarcs, and vnutterable (ignes of gricfe ; ſuch 
vnſpeakeable ſorrow did their naturall affections breed in 
them, that for diuers houres they could not ſpeake a word 
oneto other : burat laſt the gentleman; btirning in'deſire 
to enioy againe hisdearelt Ga/earins;birlt forth into ſpee- 
ches, and mixing tearcs'and ſobs with every word; deli- 
uered his letters, till hee could come'to more libertic of 
ſpeech: and ar laſt hauing obtained of his affections legye 
fo Tm cn may tohis letters;cxhortations, ſtrong pers 
ſwalions, earneſtentreatics, tmd:iwithallplentie of reares, 
that heewoulg have refpe&t to the overthrow of his houſe, 
the gricfe of his old farher, the deſperate cftate of his wife 
and children, *the cominnuall complaints made by all his 
friends and kinsfolkes: aff which notwithftanding were 
not ſo paſtcure,butthat yer they might be remedied by 
his returne againe. This was theſubſtance of his meſſage, 
Gateaci taking no. longtime to adyilchimfelfe, inthis 
whichthe world would thinkeſowaightie a caſe; addreiſed 
himimmediately'chisarfwere in briefe:' thit he pereciued 
| very well, aſſtobe true tharthe ſaid; bur as for his depar- 
tureir was not done rafhly,nor yponany fond conceir, 
vpon mature deliberation ; that the'Lord-was the Author 

% - of 
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ofthe action; that Gods grace was the cauſe mouing him, 
and the meancs vyhereby hee brought itto palle: vvhich 
grace of God, he (aid, had opened his cyes, andenlightned 
his minde with the knowledge of the truth;and mage him 
(ce and diſcerne the coſenages,and ſuperſtitions,and/Idola- 
try of Popery,which by an impious and facrilegious diftri- 
bution diuideth the glory of God ( which is incommunica- 
ble) and imparteth the ſame with fained and filthy Idols : 
he: likewiſe rold himthat hee well-forclaw all the anfamies 
and miſcries which would calue vponthis his conuerlion : 
and all the danger and damage,whichthereby-his houſeand 
children werelikely to incurre. But he (aid, that ſeeing one 
of choſe mult needs be choſen,cither to ſtay at home with 
@ conſcience burdenedwithaheauy heape of errors,and ſu» 
perſtitions piled together, by the {leightof Satans art, and 
cucry momenttoſinne againlt the Maicity of God ſo ma-. 
ny thouſand wayes, or cllc co leaue his houſe;his goods, his 
family, his countrey, yea,the world and allthe glory of it, 
and thereby -purchaſc libertie of conſcience to ſerue the 
Lord according to his Word:that thereforehe reſolued of 
the two cuils to chule the lefle, and of the two good to 
chule the greater,and rather toſhue his cics at all theſe,then 
the lightof them ſhould hinder him from yeclding to the 
call and voicc of his Sauious Chriſt : wholaith, That «a mar 
i nor worthy to be his diſciple, who leaneth not father and mo- 
ther,and children,and brethres,and fiſiert;yea,and bis owne life, 
1" coumperi/on of him, Andthis heſaid was thecaule, why hc 
did forlake parents,and wifc,andchildren,andall his friends, 
and had renounced all his wealth and dignities:'becaulc he 
could not enioy both Chriſt and chem), And as for them 
all, he was forie that cither they would not come to him, 
or that hee might not more ſafely live with them, chere- 
by to comfort them, Butasfor himſelfe, heeſaid, hee had 
riches, and honor, and ioy enough : yea,all ſufficient hap- 
pines,.as long as (with theſe two ſeruants and his little cot- 
tage) be might live in the. true Church of God, and might 


purely ſeruc hin, and mightenioy Gods word and Sacra- 
5 | ments,, 
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ments, not being mixed and defiled vvith the ſuperſtitious 
deuiſes of mans braine; and as long as he might live inthe 
company of godly men;and hauctime and liberty to medi- 
tate by himſelfc;andto conferre with them of the great bleſ- 
lings-vvhich;in his conuerſion,his good Go D had vouche 
ſafed to him : that ſo hee might with true contentation and 
perfect peace of conſcience, aime and aſpire at that immor- 
tall glory vvhich Chriſt Iefus hath preparedfor all his chi 
dren:yea,heconcluded;that his want was abundance, his 
uerty pleaſant, and his meane eſtate hanourable in his cyecs, 
as long as he indured them for theſe conditions. 

| This his an{were vvas as hardly cntertained of his kinſ- 
man, as it vvas vnlooked for afore ir came: but ſeeing hee 
could notreply with any reaſon; nor anfwere himwith any 
ſhew of argument; and perceiued it hard, or rather imipoſ- 
ſible co remouethe man one iot from hisrefolution;for that 
hee had groundedit, noton any reaſon or will of man, but 
vpon the holy vvord of God, andhis powerfull and vnreſi- 
{table calling; therefore with a forrowtfull hearthe held his 
tongue, bitterly complayning within himſelfe of his ſo hard 
hap, and vncomfortable ſucceſle: and fo reſolued to returne 
home againezheartily wiſhing he had neuer taken thatiour- 
ney in hand:and fo atlaſt he went indeedand tooke his leaue 
of his beloued Galeacirs, but not without plentyof teares on 
both lides,with many a wofull cry and pitifull farewell. And 
_ no maruel! : for beſides neerencs in-blood, their likenetIein 
manners and daily conuerſation together,had linked them 
ina ſure bund of friendſhip:butthere wanted in one of them 
the ſureſt linke in that chaine, that is, Religion, andſoit 
could not ho[d:and therefote the world pulling one ot them 
from Chriſt, and Chriſt pullingthe other of them from the 
world : ſo theſe two friends [ck each other, being in feare 
never to lee onethe other againe,

: *Of bis (ſens returne to Naples without ſucceſſe, and 
how Galcacius was proclaimed T raytor for his de- 


parinre, 


ND thus at laſt hee came hometo Naples with heauic 

cheare. Whole approch being hard of, there was run- 
ning on all ſides to heare good newes : but when hee had de- 
liuered his meflage; alas how all their ſorrow was redoub- 
led vpon themzand how his father, wite,children,and all his 
friends were oucerwhelmed with grictc? and the rather, be= 
caulc asat the ſame time an edict was publiſhed, vyherein 
Galeacins was proclaimed guilty of high treaſon: and there- 
fore all his comming to him by his mother,werecon- 
filcate, and himſelfe, and all his poſterity vtterly cut off and 
excluded from all right of ſucceſſion inhis fathers Marqueſ- 
domeywhich thing (aboucall other) grieuoully afflited the 
old Marquelle, and grieued the good old manat the very 
| heart; the aduancing and honouring of his polterity beipg 
the onely thing he had aimed at all his life, Whereupon he 
bethought himlclfe as oldas hee wasto make a iourney to 
Ceſar the Empcerour, andthereby if it vvere pollibleto pres 
uent this miſchicte; purpoling to make but this ſute to his 
Maicſty,thac his ſonnes departure from the Roman Church, 
might not preiudice nor hinder the ſucceſſion and honour 
of his children and poſterity, but that hee himſelfe might 
onely beare the puniſhment of his owne fault, 
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Of the ſecond meanes wſed to recall bum: bu father (ent for 
him to come and meete bim at Verona, but all hee could 
doe by himſelfe or others whom hee ſet on, prenauled no- 
thing at all, | 


A Nd whileſt hee was reſoluing of this purpoſe, hee be- 

thought him of another remedie and meanes, whereby 
hehoped to remoue his ſonnes minde from his purpoſe, 
and withdraw him from the company of thele Heretikes of 
Geneua, as he andthe world accountedof them, Therefore 
in haſt hce diſpatched away a meſſenger with lettersto his 
fonne, commanding him by the authority ofa father, to 
meete him atacertaine day appointedat the Citic of Yero- 
»a, in the dominion ofthe Venetians ; at which Towne he 
protniſed to ſtay forhim, as hee went towards Germany to 
che Emperour : andfor his fonnes moreſecuritic, hee pro- 
cureda life condu@ from the Dukeand Signory of Yenice z 
that his forme might goe and come without danger of life 
or libertic. Galeacrns receiving the letters, and beingreſol- 
 vuedby his ovvneconſcience,and them to whom he impar- 
ted the matter, that he might not any vvay vvith good con- 
ſcience diſobey ſoreafonablea requeſt, and lavyfull a come 
mandement of his father, an{vvered that hee vvould goe ; 
although he feared that by this meeting,and talke of his fa- 
therand him, his fathers minde vvould but be' more vehe- 
mently cxaſperate againſt him : for he firmely reſolued a- 
fore hevvent, that all thethreatnings, entreaties, counſels, 
and temprations that his father could deuife, ſhould not 
ſtirre him oneinch from that courſe of Religion, whereby 
he had begun to ſerue the Lord, With this purpoſe he de» 
parted Genewe, Aprilis 19. 1553. furniſhed vvith heauenly 
fortitude, aſſiſted with the prayers ofthe Church,andarmed 
with conſtancy,and withthe ſword of Gods word; whereby 
he hopedtoluſtaine and beate backe all the darts of temp- 
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tations whereby heknew' he ſhould be affaulted. Comming 
to Yerona, there he found the Marquelle his father, who 
recciued and vied him kindly, though hee could not but 
wanifeft in hiscountenance the inward anger and griefe of 
his heart, Aftera few ſalurations, the father began with all 
his cunning to deale. with him about his returne home a- 
gaine, laying opento the full;tharperpetuall infamy,which 
was ſureto fall on his houſe and poſteritie,vnlctie that Ga- 
leacins did preuent lo great a miſchicfe : which ( faith he ) 
thouecalily mayc(t doe, and of right oughtelt to doe : and 

I know thou wilt doe, if there be in thee but one ſparke of 
naturall aftc&ion'to father, wife,or children. Galeacizs the 
ſonne,with ſuch reverence as was due to his father, anſ{we= 
red with all ſfubauſſton, that his bodie andeſtate is his fa« 
thers, but his conſcicace is the Lords : and tels him he can 
by no means returne home, but he ſhould make ſhipwracke 
of a gaodconlcience;he proues it to him by reaſons, 
andiuchas his father could not reliſt ; and therefore hum- 
bly entreats his father,thatſccing his delire is onely toobey 
the Lord, and ſauchisſoule z that therefore hee would not 
yrge him co relpeR'moreche good cllate of his children, 
thenthe glory of God, and his ovvne ſoules health. The 
Marqueſle percciued hee laboured in vaine to reggoue his 

ſonne from his reſolution, which he iudged to be nothing 

but a peruerle (tubbornneſſe againſt the Catholike Religi- 

on, ashe thought, andtherefore with gricfe of minde_cea- 

ſed that lute z and imparted to him thecauſe of his iorney 

tothe Emperour : ſtrialy enioyning himthat hee ſhould 

hot returne to Genes, but abidein 7ta/y till he had obtained 

his ſuteat the Emperours hand, and was ireturned out of 
Germany, which thing Galzacixs promiſed and performede 

for he abode in 7raly vntill Augult 3 at vyhat time he had 

notice that bis father had prevailed in his ſute before the 
Emperor.During which ti Hierowymus Fracaſtorv«, Hieronywas 
anotable Philoſopher, Phyſician, and Poet (being procu Fraceiteriny, 
red and ſet on by the Marqueſſc) dealtwith Galracixs with 


to perſwade himto yeeld eo 
all his might and cloquence, Ro

his father;adding withall,that thatnevy ſe&+( as he termed 
it)was falſe and deceitfull,and not yyorthic to be belecucd. 
Galeacu heardall he could ſay,and anſwered him point by 
point: and finally, bythe pure ſimplicity of the vvord of 
God, he ſo ſatisfied him (though he was both wiſe and lear- 
ned) that he vvillingly held hisrongue ;z andat lalt friend- 
ly catreated him, that he vyould not be angry for that his 
1mportuniticand boldneſle vvith him.

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Of bis retarneto Genena, where hee faunded and ſetled a 
forme of diſcipline mthe Italian Church, 


Hus Galeaciu hearing of his fathers ſuccelle, returned 
| with a ioyfull heart towards Genene; for that he ſavy 
his father deliuered from the feare of that infamie, vyhich 
the confiſcation of his goods, and forfeiture of his lands; 
. might haue brought vpon his family : andtherefore hee 
hoped he would bethe lefſe moued againſt him, Where« 
vponſetling himſelfe downe againe at Genesa,and deuiſing 
how toſpend histime in doing good ; hebeganto conlider 
ſcriouſlyof ſetling the diſcipline inthe Church of the 1ral+- 
ans,which was then at Geveva(forthither/hada great num- 
ber of 1talians tranſported: themſclues andtheir families, 
for Religions ſake, flyingthetyrannyof theynholy.inquili- 
tion. ) And about thattime it fell our fitly that: (a/wine go- 
ing Embaſſadour from Genexa to Beſiljin cauſes of Religi- 
on,and other matters; entreated Galeacizs: to beare him 
company : whereunto he willingly condeſcended; At Bafil 
he found an /taliax called Ce//as, whoſe right/name-was 
Maximilian, and vvas deſcendedof the noble houſc of the 
Earles of Martmengo in ltah: this. man had got a -great 
name in 7:aly amongſt the Papiſts for his; eloquencie and 


ſpecch,and lately by the mercy of God was eſcaped out of 
the mire of popiſh ſuperſtitions. wars 6.9 pes 
him, perſwaded him to breake off the purpoſethat he had 

for 
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for Englard, and goe to Genexa with him, where he mighe 
liue in the fellowſhip of a great number of his country-men, 
Itahans,and enioy the benehit of the company, conference, 
and familiarity of many worthy men, but eſpecially the 
molt (weetacquaintance of that great Ca/nine,and all thoſe, 
with the liberty of a good nos! Hoof The good gentle- 
man yeelded, and fo they comming to Genena by their in- 
duſtry and good meanes (together with the helpe and di- 
recion of Calvine in all things) that forme of difcipline 
was eſtabliſhed in the 7ratie» Church, which at this day 
ſtandeth and flouriſheth in the ſame Church,and remaineth 
recorded ina booke for that purpoſe : and Mazimilian the 
Earle, of whom weſpakeafore, was the firſt Paſtor ele of 
that Church,and vndertooke the charge,purely toexpound 
thevvord of God, and toadminiſterthe Sacraments that 
Chrift Ieft behinde him, and towatch ouer that flocke and 
people : certaine Elders were adioyned as afliſtants'to him, 
to whom was'committed the careof the Church, to looke 
ro the puritic of doAtrine and life in all eſtates ; the princi- 

all of the Elders was Galeaciie; himſelfe; vnto 'vvhomthe 
hoddits toe of bringing to paſſe ſoworthy an enterpriſe 
and 'the'rather for that by his authoritie, diligence and 
watchfull care, hee preſerued the ſame in good and ſure 
eſtate all his life-time and after him it hath continued, be. 
ing derived to others, tothe great good and profit of ma» 
nyſoules.” And thus he paſled this yeare 1554. with ioy 
and'comfort,. -

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' The third temptation to draw bim away : liberty of conſci-

| after many temptation! of fleſh and blood to the contrary, 
at laft by the aſſiftance of Gods grace he refuſed. 


" Ext ſucceededinorder the yeare 155 5. wherein Satan 
allaulted him with new A and deuices : oe 
2 t 
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that yeare his vnelewhich was Panlus quartz, his mothers 
brother, attained theſcate of the Papacy of Rome, whereby 
the Marquelle his father. conceived good:hope, by this 
mcancs cither to draw his ſonne home againe,. or at: leaſt 
to procure him liberty of conſcience, and lcaue to live in 
ſome Citic of /taly, where he mightenioy the locietic of his 
wife and children, and they of him, Whereupon having 
occalion of bulinetleto trauell that way, he (ent letters ro 
| his ſonne to Gevena, commanding him to meete him. at 
HMantsain Italy, and for his calter diſpatch hee ſent him 
prouilion of money forthe journey, Galeacizs obeying a- 
gaine his fathers will, rooke his iourney from Genewa, and 
came to_Mantea the fifreenth of Iune, where heeyyas en- 
tertained by his father yvith more then ordinary kindnelle, 
and in more louing manner then heretofore vvas acculto- 
med. And at laſt hee opened his minde ynto him, the ſub- 
ſtance and effet whereof vvas :that he had obtained of his 
vncle, who now was Pope, a diſpenſation for him ; where= 
by libertie, vvas. granted; him, to live in any Citic.vyith- 
inthejuriſdiAtion of the Venctians,wherclocuer he would, 
vvithout any moleſtation to be offered him, about his Re- 
ligionor conſcience. His father tels him that-if he doethis, 
this will be a greater ſolaceto. his old age, then his, depare 
ture and abſence hath beene-gricte vnto, him ; belides all 
this, the good olde man molt .carneſtly. entreated him 
( though hee yvasthe father, and ſpake;to;the ſonne.) 
that he vvould gratife himin this his requelt ; and added 
many beleechings,vvho in any lavvfull thing might by his 
authoritie haue commanded him : and euery vvyord that 
he ſpake vvas ({o fcaſoned, as comming from the affeRion 
of a father; andat laſt with many ſtrong reaſons perſwaded 
him.not to reieRthis ſo extraordinary a fauour offered him 
by the Popeinſo (peciall and rareclemencic;. vvhereby he 
might withour- hurt to his conſcience hue more commo. 
diouſly then cuer afore, and be reſtored to his former ho- 
nor, and place, andeſtate : andrecouer the. former loue 
and eſtimation offall his friends: yea, and of many ſtran- 
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gets, yvho hearing of this his obedience to his father, 
would 1oue him for it, vnto vvhich obediencetome (faith 
the father to his{onne) thou art bound, both by the bond 
of nature, and by the lavv and word of God,,-whith thouſo 
much talkeſt of,andyrgelt ca me:therefore,faithhe,ifthere 
bein thee either ſparke of naturall affetion, orany Religt- 
on-and conſcience of thy dutic,thou wilt yeeld vnto mein 
this, cpecially ſeeing thou mayelt doe it without hure or 
erjdangering of thy conſcience and Religion. This-talke 
and requeſt of the Marquetlediuerſly affeRed: Galeacie : 
for the thing herequelted,and thereaſunshevrged ſeemed 
ro be ſuch, as he could vvith no good reaſon contradict 
them;zand yethe durſtnotpreſently entertainethe motion : 
beligez that,the preſence,authority, and reucrent regard of 
-bis father, ehevehemency andatteRion of hisminde, and 
eſpecially zhe natyrall bond and obligation, -yyherein the 
ſonne ſtandstied to the father.in things lawfull-and indiffe+ 
rent (eſpecially when by that obedience noviolence is offe- 
redtoa good conſcience) all theſe did greatly mouc him, 
Alſo naturallandcarnallreafonfor their parts. afſaulted him 
no lelſeviglently with ſuch kinde.of arguments, as for the 
molt part prevaile with all men. For his father offerct him 
yearely reuenues,competent and fit for higeſtate; the ſolace 
of his children,and focicty of his wife :zwhichtwothings he 
delired abone a[l gther. in the vvorld, So that ro this moti» 
on and requeſt of higfather the Marquelle,Ga/cacins knew 
not vvell vvhat to anſvvere;0n theſudden, but food for a 
timemuling and doubtful] whatto ſay; and the rather, for 
that he then-vvanted his (peciall friend, Faithfull: (a/usrr, 
with whom he might.conlule'in ſp, weightie a cauſe. It ſee- 
med to him impipus and vnigodly;notto yeeld:to hisfather 
in ſo lawfulland reaſ{opableia requeſt, and he lavvino-vvay 
how he might deny it, 'but.he mult needs incurre' and-vn> 
dergoc his fathers extreamedilplealure : and yet how hee 
might yeeld to it with ſafety-of conſgience hee much doube 
ted ; for he. feared that more-danger to his profeſſion, and 
Religion; and conſequently more hurt to his ſqule'might

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enſue, then he could preſently percciue : ſo that 

he ſtood altogether vnreſolued in his owne reaſon what to 
doc; thereforein this extremitic he denied himſelfe and re- 
nounced his'owne wit; and in humble and feruent prayer 
berookehimſelte in this difficuſtic to the bleſſing and dire- 
Gion of his God and Saviour, the author and true fountaine 
of vviſdome and conftancic : humbly craving of the Lord 
to a(liſt him vvith his holy Spirit,chatin this extremity he 
mighe aduiſe- and refoljue of the beſt and ſafeſt courſe for 
Gods glory and his owne ſound comfort. (O how truely 
ſungrhat (weet finger of 1/-ae/, King Damid,when hee aid, 
How bappy and bleſſed aye they that feare God, for God will 
reach them the way they ſhould walke in ??) Galeacizs found it 
moſttrue in his owne experience; for vpon this his ſubmiſe 
lion and prayer,the L'ordfrom heauen refoſhed him in this 
ſort : That ſeeing the Pope did ( Antichriſt: like )-direAly 
oppoſe himſclfe'to Chriſt, and his Religion and Church , 
thattherefore he might by no mcanes ſue for, or accept a- 
ny fauour at his hands; nor be by any mcanes beholdento 
him at all; Becauſe, what ſhew of ſeruice ſocuer was doneto 
him by the enemie of Chriſt, 'ſeemed to be taken from 
Chriſt higz(elfe, Further, Gods Spiritperſwaded him it car- 
ried too great a ſhew of Apoſtalie, or back-ſliding; to for- 
ſake the company of godly profellors, and the fellowſhip 
of Chrifts Church; and'to live amongſt Idolaters in the 
middeſt of all abhomiridtions; Thelſathe Spiritof' God ſet 
before his eyes chat ſcandall and offetice vyhich this fact of 
his would breed'in the minds of the faithfullwhich would 
thinke that he had faken his farewell atReligion;and would 
now ſhake hands againe, and renue-higacquaintance with 
his old friend che world; that he had lightly eſteemed the 
ſpiritual bleſſings and heauecnly ievvels of graces, vyhich 
God-diſtributethdaily in his Church; and vyould now be- 
take himſelfe againe tothe old affeRions of his fleſh. The 
ſame Spirit reſolucd him, that thus to forſake the ordinary 
meanes,' and to'depriue hiniſelfe of the truc vic of the 
Word and' Sacraments, and to liue ina place vyherevvas 
yl | nothing 
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nothing but Idolatrie, wastotemipe Godin'the higheſt der 
gree. God likewiſe opened his cyes, that he perecived the 
ſleight of Satanby this his fathers drift :namely,toeritangle 
him againe in the net of worldly cares, te wrap his minde 
in the ſnares of /ralier pleaſures ; and ſutoddvle his eyes 
with the honors, and pleaſures, and RfiſballidHights, which 
once he had beene brougtitvp in;'that hisReligi " night 
decay by little and little, and that all godlines might by the 
heat of theſe new pleaſures; fall and melt away; likeas waxe 
before the fire: andlaſtly, the Lord vpotihis prayer gran- 
ted him the wiſedome of his holy Spirt;' ro anſvere all his

Ve inthe meane time Galeacirs, after he had accompa- 
nicd his ſorrovvfull father ſomewhat on the vvay, re- 
turned yyith.a full glad heart z and came to the Citie of 


Ferrara : 
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Ferrara : where he was ioyfully.receiued of Franci/cus Por» 
1:4, anoble and renowmed man forlearning,and who after- 
wards taught publikely at Genese, any ycatrcs, and read 
the Greeke Lecture, with great profit tothe audience, and 
praiſeto himſclfe, This Ppr:2 brought Ga/cacimsinto ace 
quaintancewithithenoble Durches of Ferrara, who enter- 
tained him honorably : and after much conference had with 
him of thealtcration of his Religion, of the luccelle of his 
long voyages, and tedious iourneyesz'of the. Church of 
Geneua,of Calwine, and of many chicte points of Chriſtian 

Religiong ſhe difgailled him, and left him to. his-iqurney 3 

but not without all courtelics that ſheecould afford him : 

and namely for one, torclieucthe length and tediouſnes of 
theway, ſhe lent him her owne chariot: and thus Ga/racius

he had taken ſo long a iourney : therefore ſending them 
ſoone after home azaine,he went away ſorowfull to Genena, 
Wherc he had zcſted:but a few daics, butanother packet of 
letters came poſting from his wife, beſeeching him not to 
thinke much at her. former negligence, and to vouchſafe 
once againe to come to the ſameplace ; where,withoutall 
failc,ſhe would molt gladly attend him,and ſolemnely yow- 
ed with large proteſtations ſhe would not diſappoint him, 
The el was very ynreaſonable, and it was a hard caſe 
for G aleactus thusrp'(pend histime,and to weary his minde 
and body in ſa long and dangerous iourneyes,andtofo lit- 
tle purpole as hitherto hehad, Notwithſtanding,onething 
moued him to yceld cuento this motionalſo: namely, a 
perſwalion thathehad,thatwhen he firſt forſopke his coun- 
trey,he did notfully diſcharge his dutic,inlabouringto win 
his wifeto haue gone with him; by explaigjngto her the 
chicfe heads of Chriſtian dotrine,whereby ſhe mighe pol: 
ſibly haucrecciued ſome taſte, andſo hauetakenſomeliking 
of truc Religion: deliring thereforenow, if it were pollible, 
to make amends forhis former negligence, heycelded to 
goe. And ſo obtainingfor his better ſecurity ingoing and 
returning, a paſport,or ſafe-conduR, fromthe high Court 
of Rhenazhe departed from Genenatheſcauenth of March, 
in the ycare 1558.andcameto Lefinain'Dalmatia, ouer a- 
gainſt Yicum: where he had intelligencethatthe Marqueſſe 
his father,his wife,his children,and his'vncles ſonne (he of 
whom we heard before)were already come to Yitwm, with 
purpole to haue beeneby rhattimeat Leſiua with Galcacing; 
but they could not, by reaſon that a mariner of Venice had 
broken promiſe with them, and diſappointed them: by rea- 
ſon whereof,and of other dangers of rtheſea,they could not 
as yet take ſhipping,. nor durſt venture over the water. 
Whercupon Galeacivs not enduring patiently ſo long de« 
Mk 0887 togoc himſelfe oucrto Vicwm.Such was his 
faith in the Lord, and his loueto his friends, that he rej 
ed not the imminent danger; but conſtantly relied on the 
Lords protetion;knowing that no fleſhly affeRionsdroue 
him 
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him to his iourney,but a fincere-zcale to Gods honor, and 
the ſoules health of his kindred, andthe diſcharging of his 
ownedutievnto them ; whereunto he was perſwaded that 
he had a ſpeciall calling, 
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' Of bis arriwiltat Vicogbis fathers chiefe houſe and his emter- 

fainment there:and what meanes were uſed to ſeduce hy : 

and how hit wife 3efuſed not mely to got with him but even 

"1 14 lie with him, beoanſt be was ar Flevetiket bring thereto, 
a4 ſhe ſaid, commanded by hey Confeſſor, © 


' A Nd fo arriuing, by Gods mercy,on the coaſt of ray, 
Anot farce from Yicuw, he gaucintelligence of his ap- 
proch to his fathet the Marquetſez whapreſently fent his 
children to meeterheir father :and/al} his retinue toattend 
him intothe caſtle; at whoſe entrance;it carinot be exprel: 
{:d how great ioy was inall that houſe and noble familie; 
and how all the Nobles yo Gentlemen of his kindredand 
acquaintance reioyced at his returne 3 and began to cheere 
vp their hearts with ancw hope,which hitherto had beene 
caſt downe and opprelled with griefe and deſpaire, But a- 
boueall other his wife (Madam Yi&oris) ſurpaſſed in ioy 
andnew conceiued delight; hoping ſhe had now recouered 
her moſt deere Lord and beloued husband;the onely com- 
fort and the ſweet folace of her lite: All (but Galeatie) ex» 
ceedingly reioycedat thismeeting[here; though indeed it 
greatly ioyed his naturall afteftion, to cnioy the company 
of his friends, ſo many,ſo neere,and fo deere vnto him z yer 
his ioy was tempered and allayed with a certaine doubtin 
feare whichrannein his minde nightand day. For the wiſe 
Gentleman well foreſaw, that the fruition of that pleaſure 
was but to la(t a while, and foone would have an end:for the 
endof his comming was not that which they imagined:and 
euery day new matters ranne in hishead ; the conlideration: 
whereof did not alittle trouble him, He hath often ſince 
I 2 diſcourſed 
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diſcourſed vnto his friends; that: all thoſe dayes helived in 
cotinual ſeare,to be ſuddenly appret;Ed<d,&calt into ſome 
filthy priſonwhcte heſhould ſpend; his dates in languiſhing 
and lamentations,»:ithoutany ſolace of his friends:yea,and 
be vtterly debarred of the comfortable readingof Gods ho- 
ly word, But returnetothe matter. At his firſt arriuall he 
was entertained with much ioy on all lides,and many cheer- 
full countenances and kinde welcomes. But alas, within a 
few daies all this mirth and 1oy was turned into teares.and 
lamentation, and vameaſurable griefc : for when ence he 
had opened to his father the Marquelle his conſtant pur» 
pole to perſeuere in the truth of that Religion he had be- 
gun to profeſſe; and that he would rather die inthe defence 
of it,then be drawne fromit; then alas, whatſighing, what 
crying, yea what dolefull lamentation didit mouc in them 
all! Butthen letthe Chriſtian Reader judge what a troubled 
ſpirit and wofull heart 'that good man hadin this ſo feare- 
[1 a combate brtwixt the grace of God ard his naturall af- 
fecions; and whata tormentit was vnto him, to ſee them 
all ſo ncere and deere vnto him, labour to withdraw him 
from Godyand to ec his conſtancy in; Religion (o to-gricue: 
them,which was the ioy of his own hart. Yet taking vpwith 
himſelfe, as well as nature could,and comforting himſelfe 
in his God, he afterward dealt with hiswitein all louing and 
yet carneſt manner,that ſhewould follow him her husband, 
anddelay no longertime;but comeand liue with him accor- 
ding as the law of God andnature required: which if ſhee 
would doe, he promiſed her libertic of her conſcience and 
Religion;to liue as ſhewould. Butfor his owne part, he told 
her aforchand,as ſhe ſhould afrer inde;namely,that hewas 
firmely reſolued to live and diein that Religion,which (by 
the hand of God leading him) he had vndertaken; and for / 
the which he had forlaken countrey, kinered, and all thoſe 
excellent and comfortable: bleſſings of this life, which God 
had giuen him.,Here 1 leaueit tothe Reader, bureſpecially.to 
the harts of ſuch women;as being wincs,doetruly loue their 
husbands, to iudge with what ſobs and heart-breaking;the 
| lilly 
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filly Gentlewoman heardtheſe words of her husband,whom 
ſhe now ſaw palt allhopeto be perſwaded to ſtay with her; 
which ſhedelired aboucall worldly things. Yetit appearcs 
it was but in meere carnall and worldly reſpets, as thecons 
ſequentſhewed : for though ſhe loued him and deſired his 
company neuer ſo much; yet being a wife, worldly, wilfull, 
and indeed aright Papilt,ſhe anſwered him plainly (though 
with many teares)thatſhewould neuer goe with him to Ge-= 
nex#a,nortoany other place, where was any other Religion, 
butthat of Rowe ; and that ſhee would notliue with him as 
long as he was entangled with thoſe herelies ( as ſhe called 
them ) whereby it appeares that ſhee was a carnall politike 
Papiſt. She loued him, but where ?in /raly; and there would 
live with him, but not at Ge»ena: and why?for in liaty hee 
might aduance herto the (tate ofa Marchionellezin Geners 
he could not : there ſhe might liuewith him a life full of all 
delights;burin Genewa a hard, baſe;andobſcurelife, and ſub» 
ie&to many outvvard dangers and miſceries, Invvhich re- 
ſpeRitwas that ſhe was {o inſtantvpon himto ſtay with her. 
Butthe concluſion was, her delire was to enioy him and 1:aly 
both: but rather then ſhe would leaue 1:44 and thedelica- 
cies thereof, ſhe choſe plainly to forſake him ;andto vvith- 
draw the duty of a wife from him, For itmay in no cafe be 
omitted ( which afterward he imparted to ſome his intireſt 
and moſt inward friends) that ſhe euen then,and there deni- 
cd him thatduty which a wife is bound to yeeld to her huls 
bandby the law of God and natures thatis,ſhewould by no 
meanes giue him due beneuolence, nor conſent to lie with 
him asmanand wife: and gaue this reaſon ; that ſheevvas 
exprelly forbiddenof her Confeſlor,vnder pain of excome 
munication,becauſe he was an heretike, Where behold Po- 
piſh Religion what it is, that canſeparate manand wife for 
(parity in Religion;-and can diſcharge men and women 
from thoſe duties of marriage, with which God hath char- 
them. How this monſtrous vnkindnes and vnwomanly 


anſvere pierced his hart, let any Chriſtian man iudge,whom 


God hath honored to be an husband. Yet he ouercame and 
| I 3 | even 
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ceucn deuoured all theſe tormenting griefes, and beare them 
with an inuincibleconſtancie and quictnes of minde. Yethe 
purpoſed not to beareſo great an iniury for euer,butto re- 
dreife and helpe ir,if itwere pollible : and therefore hefure 
ther proceeded with her,and openly and plainly denounced 
to her,that vnletlc ſhe would yeeld him that matrimoniall 
duty,which by Gads law ſheought: namely;to eat,andlie, 
and liue with him ;it would be a cauſe to make him ſue out a 
diuorceagainſt her,and (o procure a finall ſeparation;zwhich 
if ſhe were the cauſe of, ſhe might thanke, or rather blame 
her (elfe, who withdrew her necke from that yoke of dutie 
towards him,which marriage required, and which hefor his 
-part ſaid, he would neuer haue done to her, though her Re- 
ligion vvas ſo farre differing from his. Yet notvvithſtan- 
ding, heſaid, that ſhe firſt refuling him, hee had then juſt 
caule to refuſe her, vvho had firſt by refuſal! of that dutie, 
refuſed her ſclfe as it were, and denicd herſeltetobe hiswif& 
And fo heconcluded with her, that vnleile ſhee vvould be 
his wife,he would no longer be her husband. This proteſta- 
tion no doubt, amazed and troubled her not a little, and 
vexcdthe lilly vvomans minde; cfpecially for that he was, 
and hadalvvaics beene ſuch a husband to her, ſo good and 
kinde, and cuery way fo well deſeruing, that ſhe loued him 
as herowne eyes ( therefore more vvasſheeto blame, that 
ſhe eſteemed him not as thelight of hereyes: ) butthough 
this troubled her ſore, yet it moued her not to her dutic 
ſo good alcholar vvas fheinthis Popilh learning, that ſhee 
vvould rather incurre her husbands, yea, Gods diſpleaſure, 
then her Confellors; and rather breake their commande. 
ments ſo holy and iuſt, then his, vvhich vvas ſo vngodly, 
and ſo vnreaſonable: and it alſo lefſe prevailed with her, 
becauſe ſhee imagined hee vvould iotipdoc (though hee 
fpakeſo) butonely did it to feare her, and in feare here» 
of to make her yeeld ynto him; 
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Seeing he could not reclaime his Lady he reſolued to retwrne 
ro Geneua: and of the prienoz temptations he endured : 
where he tooke his laſt farewell of his father wife,childrey, 
and friends : avd of his heauenty conrage, in bearing and 
paſſing thorow them all, 


VV" therefore the good gentleman ſaw all things 
ſo farre amille, that eucn his wife was againſt him 
of all other,and gaue him a deeper woundthen all other his 
friends;denying him that ſociety and fellovvſhip which the 
bond of marriage yeeldeth, and ſeeing thatthe time palled 
vvithoutany good doing, butrather tothe encrealing of 
griefe on all ſides ; he therefore reſolued todepart, and ſo 
calling his vvife /xforia againe, he iterated vnto her his for- 
mer proteſtation zand fo bad her cake it as his laſt warning, 
Thedolefull day of his'departure being come, he held on 
his purpoſe, and ſo entred into the chamber of his father 
the Marquelle to doe his duty vnto him, and to take his 
leaue':: Who ſeeing his ſonne palt all hope of recoueric, 
Gone his fatherly affeRionin fury and raging mad- 
nes,likea frantike or deſperate man, reuiled himin moſt di- 
ſpitcfull cermes,and at laſt giues him his farevvell with mg- 
ny a hcauy andbittercurſe. This ſo ftrange and extraordina- 
ry perſecution, did this good gentleman ſuffer for Chriſts 
fake; anditis marucll that it did not cauſe hin» to looke 

- backe againe, and turne his courſe. But it vvas Gods doing 
that his father ſhould vie theſe extreame and violent curſes, 
rather then to goc aboutto vvinne him by allurements and 
gentle perſwaſions:for he hath oftenvſcdto tell his friends, 
that this monſtrous inhumanity and vnnaturalnes of his {4- 
ther,did rather confirmeand ſettle his mindeghis nature be- 
ing rather to be led then drawen,and rather tobe wonne by 
friendlines and faire meanes, then to be vrged by extremi- 
tics. But God vvould haue his ſcruant tobe tried by both 
means: namely,theallurements of his wife,and the mina= 
cings 
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cings of his father. Thus God would purge him in the fire 
of all kinde of remptatiouns And thus by the power of Gods 
gracc hauing palled thorow this fire, beholda hotter is to be 
ycntured on, Departing his fathers chamber, with that bur- 
den of curſes(whichthe Lord turned into bl: flings)he came 
into the great Chamber, and (o into the Hall ; where hee 
found bis wilc,his children,his vncles ſonne ( afore ſpoken 
of ) divers Noble gentlemen his kinsfolkes, and ſome his 
ancicne familiars and domeſticke friends : all fraught vvith 
gricfe,'and making heauy cheerez nothing was heard but 
t1ghes and lobs, andcrics z nothing was feene but teares and 
wringing of hands: his wife embracing him,and taking him 
about the necke, beſceched him in moſt loving and moſt 
pititull manner,that he would hauc care of him fe,of her, 
andof all his children, andvvyhole houſe; and fot ſo vvil- 
fully ro caſt them all away, His yong children all vpontheir 
knees,vvith armes {tretched our, and hands holden vp,and 
faces (vvolne vvith tearcs, cried ynto him to haue pity on 
them his owne bowels; and notto make them fatherlcile 
before thetime. His colcn and other ki: ſinen, with: heauie 
countenances and vvatry cycs.looked rufully on him and 
though for gricte they werenot ableto ſpeake one vvord 
to hum ; yet cucry looke,andeutry countenance,and euery 
g*\turc was a loud cric,anda ſtrongentreaty.that he would 
ſtay, and not leauec (o ancient and Noble a houſe in ſuch 
wofull anddelolate cale, No vvord, canſuffice to, expretle 
the gricte of that dulctull company, northat lamentable 
departure thatthere was to be ſcene. Vautterable vyas the 
gricfc on their lide, and vnſpeakeable was the tormentand 
temptation which the Noble gentlemen felt in this agony, 
vyhcn hee mult cither leaue Chriſt leſs, of leaue all theſe 
for him, But amongſt and aboue all, thereyvas onemoſt 
lamencable ſight, vvhich vyould euen haue wrung teares 


from an heart of flint, Amongſt all his children, hee had | 


one daughter, atowardly and goodly yong gentleweman 

of twelue yeares old, who crying out amaine, and wallovy- 

ing in tcares, fell dovyne, and catching faſt hold Sor =

thighes and knees, held him ſo hatd; as hee could by ris 
meancs ſhake hes off and the affeion ofa father:wroughe 
ſowith him, as hee could not offer vvith violence to hure 
her; he labouredto'be looſe, butſhe held faſter ;' he vvene 
&vvay, but ſhe trailed after,crying to him not tobeſo cruel! 
fo her his ehilde; who came into the world by him. This 
ſo wonderfully yvrought vbith his nature, he being a man 
of a molt louing' and kinde affeftion z that hehath often 

' reported, hee thought'that all his boyvels- rovvled abour 

within him, and thathis heare would haue burſt'preſently, | 

and there inſtantly haue died, his childeſo havitg him faſt | 
about the Jegges. But notvvithſtanding all this, he being |; 
armed with a ſupernattralland heaucnly fortitiide,he brake 

thorowall theſe an 10g treading yhderfoor what- 1 

ſoeucr might hinder him from Chriſt heeſcaped out of this | 

illous battell a glotious conquerer; arid fo leauing that 
ſorrovyfull houſe, and dolorous company, he eame vvith j 
ſpeed to the ſhore: where preſently taking ſhipping;he cau- 
{eq them to hoiſt vpſailes towards Lofoewith a turmoiled 
and diftreiſed minde, one way furcharged withſorrovy, to 
remember the manner of his departure ; another vvay ſur- 
prizcd vvith ioy to remember that hee had eſcaped. And 
euen as aſhip in atempeſtuous ſes, the boiſterous vvaues 
tolling it vp and downe,isthrowne about, ſometime touch- 
ingthe clouds, ſometime 'plunged into the depth : So no 
doubt,thenoble mindeof this yong Marquelle was nolelle 
diſtraRted with contrary cogitations; being,as it were, in a 
labyrinth of diſt daffeRtions : ſometimes he could 
not but remember that lamentableeſtatewherein heleft his 
father, vvife, and children : he often imagined he vvyas ſtill 
amongſt themzhethoughe he heardthem cry and call vp- 
on him z hee thought hee ſtill felt his little deare daughter 
claſping him about the legges, and trailing after him ; nei- 
thercould he containe, but breake out into teares ; neither 
could he for his life but often looke backe at that Princely 
houſe, with all thoſe goodly Orchards, Gardens, Granges, 
fields and tericorics : to all vvhich he was the onely heire 
T1 90 FETs apparent 
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apparent; yet all, which hee awhetnuſtcaue for Chriſts 
ſake. But one thing pierced his heart, to ſee his wite, and 
children, and other his alliance ſtanding on the thorezwho 
when they. could not ſpeake to him; looked at hims and 
when they could notſce him, ccaled notto looke after the 
ſhip as long as it was in ſight ; neither could he tefraine,bue 
with a wofuil countenance looke at them againe, as long as 
hecould diſcerae chem :; and wirhall hecalled co minde the 
bitter words, and heauy farewell, which the Marquelle his 
father gaue himat his departure: all which cogitations run- 
ningin his head; did doobtle(le wring from his ſorrowfu'l 
heart many a deepe ligh and heauy grone,and many a bitter 
ecare from his watry cycs:and yetnotwithitanding all thele, 
the {pirituall (treagth and courage of his-minde was con= 
ſtant and inuincible, {And \euen as a good Pilot in a raging 
ſea; when clouds and darxenelle, thunder and lightnings, 
ſtorme and rcmpelt runnetogether,and tolle the ſhip from 
waue to wauczas lightly as a ball from hand to hand;yet for 
all that heſits(tillar the helme,with yndantedcourage,and 
markes hiscompalle;and by his courage andskilleogether, 
keepeson arightand (tedfalt cuurle thorow all the rage of 
ſea and weather : euen(ſo this our thrice noble Galeacins 
taking hold of the holy and heauenly anchor ; namely, a 
lively faith in Chriſt, and a ſtedfalt hope in God, hee fur- 
mounts the cluuds,.and faxeththoſeanchor-holds in hea- 
uen.and looking [tedfaltly with a ſpirituall eye, -at the true 
load-ſtarre : namely, Chriſt Ielyusand the hope of cternall 
happinelle; hedirets his courſe towards the ſame with an 
heroicall ſpirit,and heauenly refolutien thorow the tempe- 
ftuous waves of thoſe fearcfull temptations: and the ſhip 
that carricd his body,did not (o falt tranſport him from de- 
licate /taly towards Dalmaria,as the ſhipof heauenly con» 
ſtancy and loue of God withdrew his minde and meditation 
from all naturall reſpes and worldly delights,and madcit 
mount aloft in holy contemplation. And thus the preſence 
and grace of Gods Spirit, hauing ouercomethe power of 
natural affeRions;he began to cheere vp himſelfeafterthis 


tempeſt . 
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tempeſt : and firſt of all, bending the knees of his heart to 
the cternall father in hawweny he yeelded his Maicſtie moſt 
hearty thankes,for.that he had furniſhed his ſoulewith ſuch 
a portion of his gracc,asto withitand and conquer Satan in 
ſucha peeiions battell ; and for chat he. had delivered him 
from the danger of Popiſhchraldome, from the Inquiliti- 

on, andfrom that perpetuallimpriſonment both of conſci« 
ence. and body, - which- the Popiſh Church. would. haue 
brought him vnto, had henotthus clgaped their hands. He

,elMme, opportynitie, and: ace to diſcharge that duty to | 
his wifethe ot which at bis Hes Il 
he had omitted, and-which oftenames hee had with great 
os bewailed, and thathe had enabled him. co. omit no» 
ing which mighe haue perſwaded her to, haue Icfr.Sodom, [1 
and to! haue yndertaken. with him this blelled pilgrimage \8 
towards the hcauenly 'Ieruſalem,. . The remembrance, of i 
theſe things much refreſhed his. troubled minde. It alfo 
much contented and (atjsfied his coplcicnce,that vpon that 
monſtrousand vndutifull behauiour of his wife toward him 
( ſpoken,of before) he had madethat proteſtation which he j 
did : namely, that. hewould vſe the lawfull mcanesto be di- L 


uorced from her, who had firlt of all divorced and cut off | 
her (cife from him, by denyingehat duty of. loue,which che } 
wife may not deny tothe husband, nor the husband to the i 


wife:- he: perſwaded himſelfe that this. proteſtation would 
worke well with her, and make her more conformable to 


her dutie, when ſhe had aduiſedly choughe of it. 
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R Futuing his troubled ſpirirs with theſe cogirations, he 
Aarrivedat Le/ſmain Dalmatia, whichis che countrey o- 
ucr againſt 114);from whenee he pailed it's very-quier paſ. 
v64andcaleſta to Pewnce'! where tie found:many' Faiehy-! 
full ſeruants of God, arid good Chriſtiansz vyho haulris 
hedtdafore that hewas gone ro/iramywere exceedinglya- 
fraid,for that imminentand incuitable danger they ſavy he 
ovas it1,cither to haueNisconſciencea NlaveroPopith vant- 
ey;or His perfon a'priſonet ts Popiſhcruelty;thereforcthey 
ceaſed not to pray for him nightand day : and yet fot all 
that they fearedgreatly what would become of him. But 
whennow at laſt they ſawhim returne, both ſound in con- 
ſcience, andfaftin perſon ; and ſuch/a glorious conquerer 
ouer Sata, and ouer [6 many ſtrong remprations, vvith 
which the world and.naturall affe&ions had atlailed him: 
their feate was turned into: comfort, their ſorrow into loy, 
and they all glotified che Lord/for him Ando after mutu- 
all corfort gincratid tecehicd, he departed from Pence, 
and trauelted thorow R-e&riiand Swrzrrland;where heyis 
ſited the Churches ofthe Proteſtants,and comforted them 
orcatly vvirh his preſence, and-by telfingetiem vy hat great 
things the Lord had done'for him and {6'by thegoud 
hand of his God vpon him, hecame in ſafety to Genewathe 
fourth of October, in the yeare 1558. His ſafe. arriuall 
| brought exceeding ioy to the whole Church there; bur 
eſpecially tothe 7:alian Congregation:for his long abſence 
had broughtthem into ſome 's ares and doubr, nor of a- 
Ny altcration of his Religion, but'of ſome crucll and falſe 
meaſures to haue beene offered him by the deceitfull Pa» 
piſts. But when they ſaw him ſo fafely returned, vntouche 


in conſcience, and vnhurt in his perſon; and that he had 
©  pilled 
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(fed ſo many pikes of temptations, which they knew had 
Gocne pitched againſt him they gaue great thankes tothe 
Lord fur him, Butwhen he had diſcourlt yato them par- 
ticularly the whole courſe of che proceedings: firſt, what a 

battry of temptations and allaultsthe digell and the 

world hail planted againſt him, then how manfully hee 

fought and withitood,and at lalt ouercamethem all z they 

fell into admiration of ſo rare conſtancie,and thought him 
worthy of all honour, to whom it is giuen (asthe Apoſtle 

ſaith) ro ſuffer ſo much for Chrilt, andfor Religions ſake ; 
and inall-carne(t mannerthty magnified the livgular grace 
and mercieof God tovvards him, and tovvards the vvhole 
Church in him, which had not ſuffered tus ſeruant (this no- 
bleGaiarms)to be ſeduced out of theway of that holy cal- 
lingzwhereto che Lord had called him, and who had deli- 
ucred him from ſo ſubtill a traine, laid by the policy of the 
enemy Satan; to haue intrapt hisſ{oule and conſcience, by 
oucreurning him inthe race of his Religionzand they all ac- 
knowledged that this Noble and: godly Gemleman found 
it verified in himſclte, which the -Kingly Prophet faith in 
the Plalme: Becanſe her bath trafted m me, therefore 1 will 
ſet bims free; 1 will be wth him in hu troubles, { will dctiner 
him, and crowne br with honor : and inanother place; bee 
that rruiteth mthe Lord ſhall newer beconfounaded, Andthus 
the Church recciued a-double benefit by him : for firſt, his 
practiſe was an exarnpteynto them all, of a moſt exeraor- 
dinary and heaucnly conſtancy in the loue and profeſſion 
of/ rruc Religion : ſecondly, 'the mercifull- dealing ofrhe 
Lordwithhim; was a-notable confirmation of their faich, 
and an encouragement to them to perſeuere and ſtand to 
the truth, with atlurancethat the Lord himſelfe would ſtand

| former privateand quiet life, Whereafter a fevy yeares he 
began to finde in himſelfe ſome reaſons, which peiſwaded 
him to thinke it needfull for him: to live-in ttheeſtate of 
marriage : and therefore hauing thus long waited, and ex- 
peeda morewiſe and durifull anſwere from his wifezand 
perceiving by her notanſwering, that ſhee ſtill-perliſted. in 
that monſtrous and vnnaturall wilfulnes, which her blinded 
Popiſh minde had formerly wndertaken,. by the perſwaſion 
of her blinde and Popiſh guides : he thereforepurpoledto 
take ſuch courle for his remedie, as by the law of God and 
his Church ſhould in that caſe ſeeme allowable : namely,to 
be divorced from her, who for her part had broken the 
bond, and vntiedtheknot of matrimony.” And firit of all, 
heimparted hisminde and purpoſcto Maſter Calsine, and 
craucd his godly and wholeſome counſellin a caſe of ſo 
great importance, His counſel] was firſt of all, that it yvas 
more convenient and lefle ſcandalous to the enemies of 
Religion, if he could abſtaine. Butthe Gentleman replied, 
that the caſe was ſo with him, as he could notabſtaine, and 
gaue him many weightic reaſons, which drew him:to mar- 


Triage; and withall + 957 (ar vnto him ſome ſecret rea- | 


ſons, forthe which he affirmed it was altogether neceſlary 

for himto marry, Holy Calzine, as he vvas a man inducd 

from Godvvith ſharpeneſle of judgement, and a wiſe and 
diſcerning ſpirit : ſo heforelaw plainely that many — 
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ſpeake evill of the fat, others vvould take offence at it; 
ome vyould plainely condemne it, and ſpeake cuill of Re- 
ligion forit; and therather becauſe (as he truly (aid) very 
few did rightly conceiue thefulltruth-inthe doftrine of di- 
uorcement 2: but feweſt of all vyvould or could know the 
vyhole circumſtance of this particular fa. Hee likevviſe 
vvilſely conlidered that the like prelident vyas (eldome 
ſeene, eſpecially in the /rahian Church, vyhereofthis Gen- 
tleman vvas a principall member, and of (peciall account, 
buth for his cobility, birth,and deſcent; and for his zcalous 
Joueto Religion. All yyhuch contiderations, vvith diuers 
other,made reuerend Ca/s:ne not too calily to ſublcribe to 
this purpoſe and motion of Ga/cacizs, Notvvithitanding, 
vvhen the Gentleman vrged himout of the vyord of God 
and good conſcience, vvith arguments vyhich he ſavv and 
confelled he could not lufficiently anlwere; therefore le(t 
- he ſhould burden andtrouble the conſcience of ſo good a 
man, vvhichalledged.for himlelfe, that he vvas driven by 
necelhitie to that courſe; he yeclded thus farreto him: that 
if hevvould repaire vnto the learned and reucrend Divine 
Peter Martyr, andaske hisopinion, and theopinions of 
all the learned and chiefe Diuines of Rhwris, and Switzer 
{axd;and defirethem (criouſly toconlider of it (asin a mat- 
er of ſuch moment, and of ſo great conſequence,it was re- 
quilite) and then ſet downe their iudgements inthe matter, 
andthe reaſons mouing them thereunto; he promiſedthat 
he vyould alſo ſubſcribe vnto chem, and molt vvillingly 
yeeld vnto him vyhatlibertie ſoeuer they did allow him : 
alwayes prouided, that he alſo ſhould ſubmit himſelfe vnto 
their cenſure, and ſtand to the triall oftheir judgements in 
thiscaſe, Ga/eari- molt vvillingly yeelded hereunto, as 
vvho delired nothing, but that vvhich the Lord by his 
word; and by the voice of his Church, ſhould allow vnto 
him; and ſo taking the courſe that Calnive had aduiled him, 
he cauſed letters to be drawen and ſent to Zauricb, Berwe,and 
otheri'the Churches of Sw#zer/and; opening the whole 
circumftanceof the matter, and cxpounding the cale.truely 
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and fully;and humbly craued the iudgement of the Church 
in a caſe of conſcience ſo great and doubtfull. The chiefe 
Preachers and molt learned Diuines yeelded to his honelt 
and godly requeſt,and atſembled about it the matter way 
much and long debated, and argued/atlarge on both ides ; 
and after mature dcliberation, and ſufficient conſultation 
had ; it was concluded and agreed on by them all, with one 
conlent, that hee might with ſafe conſcience depart trom 
that wife, which had firſt of all on her owne parebrokenthe 
bond, and diſlolued the marriage knot ndfor the proofe 
of this their opinion, many cauſes and reaſons were aflea- 
ged and laid downe out of the Scriptures,” Fathers, Cuun- 
cels, andout of the Ciuill Law,which is the law almoſt of all 
countries in Chriftendome. All which (both their conclu- 
ſions andtheir reaſons) were put in writing, and are regis 
ſtred and ſafely recorded ; and are kept to this day readie 
to be ſhewed co whomſocuer and whenloeuerneed thallſo 
require: for it was thought good by theChurch to to doe ; 
both for that the caſe was extraordihary;and would be (1ni- 
ſterlyſpoken of, and cenſured by niany ; who knewnor (uf- 
ficiently how it [tood £ andeſpecially forthe preuenting of 
any ſlander or cauill; which the cnemics might obic a» 
gainſt our Religion. ir |

By publike ſentence of the Church,and iudgement of the law,he

After which liberty obtaincd;he imparted the matter to his 
friends,and applying himſclfecothinke of another Wife, he 
a3kedthcir aduiſes in this point alfo, And herein hee tooke 
that courſe,vvhich generally men in che world take not :

uice,and a new temptation to trouble and vex his righteous 
ſoule. For it came to palle that aboutthe ſametime, when 
this diſeaſe had ſeazed vpon him, there came to Genena out 
of 1raly ancphew of his, the naturall ſonne of his owne (i- 
ſer, with letters to him from his former wite Y:&oria the , 
Marchionelle, as alſo from hisclde(t ſonnethe yong Mar- 
quelle: vnto which letters this yong gentleman, being alſo 
a (choller,added many words of his owne,to little purpole; 
labouring to perſwadeand allure him with much and vaine 
babling,that nowat thelalt he would acknowledge his cr- 
ror,and returne home againe to his own country to his for. 
mer Religion, and to his ancient inheritance, that goodly 
Marqueſdome. The | 15 1608 cauſe both of their writing, 
and his comming ſo farre,was this: becauſe that if he would - 
now at laſt returne againe, hereby hee ſaid, that out of all 
doubt he might aduance his yongeſt ſonne Charles, cither 
tothe Princely [tate of a Cardinall, or at leaſt to be ſume 
great Biſhop, For,ſaith he, whereas your ſonne is now ad- 
mitced into holy orders,and is (for his great friends and al= 
liance, and for hisſpeciall towardnes) in poſlibilitie of fo 


great preferment, your pertinacy and obſtinate peruerſencs, 
| M if 
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in following and defending anew found and vpſtart Religj- 
on; and condemned (as he ſaid) by ail the great eſtates of 
Jraly, is the very onely hinderanceof your ſonnes prefer- 
ment. Theſe kinde of newes how highly they oftcnded the 
holy and Chriſtian ſoule of thisthrice noble Ga/eari, who 
from his heart abhotred, and in his ſoule deteſted thoſe 
vaine, and vngodly, and prophanedignities in the Popiſh 
Church, T leaue it to be iudged by the Chriftian Reader. 
And therefore hauing with much gricfe of minde heard 
thus inuch of this vnſauoury and vnplealant metlage, and 
not able longer to forbeare, be hr(t of all tooke the letters, 
and before his face that brought them threw them into the 
fre; and then brictcly,but grauely, wiſely, and zcalouſly,he 
ſhaped him his anſwere by word of mouth:thinking ſo bad 
and baſe a metlage vaworthy the time and Jabour of vvri- 
ting. And firſt of all hetold him,thar there could not haue 
come to him more heauie and vnwelcomenewes of his fon 
then theſe ; that he was 1o blindea Papilt, that forthe hope 
of this worldly aduancement, hee would venture the ruine 
and ſubucrſion of his ſoule : and bad him tell his ſonne 
that hee would hinder him in that vngodly courſe by all 
meane: he could : and he ſaid,he knew not whether it more 
gricucd him to ſee the vanity of his ſonnes proceeding,then 
It rcioyced him that it lay in his power any wayes to hinder 
him in the ſame: Yea, faith he, know thou,and letthat my 
ſeduced ſonne know, that you could have vſed (ſcarce any 
argument vnto meſo forcible to make me perliſt in my Re- 
ligion, and to deteſt Popery, as this; that in ſodoing,l may 
hinder my ſonnefrom the abominable dignitics of the Po- 
piſh Church : and therefore, ſaith hee, returne my ſonne 
this anſwere ; that in ſtead of helping him torhele prefer- 
ments, I will pray for euerto the Lord for him, who is the 
Father of his ſoule and mine, that he would open his eyes 
to ſeethe truth, and that he may haue grace after the ex- 
ample of me hisfather,to ſeethe horribleſuperſtitious Ido- 
latrics and impicties of Popery,and ſeeing them,to abhorre 
and deteitchem; andrenouncing the vanitics of all worldly 
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pompe and honor, to dire& his foot-ſtzpsro the Lord, and 
embrace his l;oly truth, and yeeld his ſoule and conſcience 
obcdient to the heauenly calling.and ſo become the ſeruant 
and childe of che moſt high God : whereby he may aſpire 
and attaine tothe trugand higheſt dignity ; which isto en» 
ioy the fauourand coratortable preſenceof God,and his hu- 
ly grace: to loue God,and to be Joued of him ; and fo atlaſt 
to be aduanced to that heauenly and etervall glory,which is 
prepared for thein, who in this world do forſake themieclues 
and their owne dclires, that they may in true holines (crue 
the Lord. With theſe and {uch like holy ſpeeches, he anſwe- 
redthe diſholy and diſtioneſt demand of this carnall Papiſt, 5 
But for all that,this importunate and vnreaſonable Ieluite 
(for he was of that ſe) ceaſed not to be troubleſome to this 
noble and holy Gentleman; (till vrging him with fondand 
frivolous reaſons, and prefling him vvith ridiculous argu- 
ments : as this eſpecially for one ; he promiſed him a huge 
ſumme of money it he would returne home: which faith he, 
lies ready at Lyons for you, and the Brokers and Exchan- 
gers there, are prepared to pay it : and hee further, aſſured 
him, thatif he would come againe into 7:a/y,they had pro- 
cured him liberty of his conſcience and Religion at 7 ring 2 
andtherealſo(heſaid)he ſhould ftinde a great lumme of mo- 
ney ready for him. But when this importunate fellow pre- 
ſumed to prellg the good conſcience of this reſolute Gen= 
tleman,withſuch baſe arguments, and began to weigh Reli- 
gion in a paire of gold weights;then the noble heart of this 
holy Chriſtian, could not but ſhew it felfe moued and there- 
forein a holy zcale and ardent loue of his Sauiour Chrilt 
[cſus, hee cried out, Let their money periſh with them, who 
efteeme all the gold in the world worth one dayes ſecietie with 
leſus Chrift, and his holy Spirit : andcurſed, ſaith hee, be 
that Religion for cuer, which ſhall wed men to the,yorld, 
and diuorcethem fromGod, Goe hometherctore, faith 
noble Galeacins,take away thy liluer againe,and make much 
of that drotle of the'carth, together with your dregges of 
Popery,lockethem vptogether inthe cheſt of your heares. 
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And as for me,know it, thar my Lord and Sauiour Chriſt, 
hath made me enamoredof farre more precious iewels and 
durable riches : but the heavenly conltancie of this holy 
man,drouethis frantike Papiſt from his bias,intoan extreme 
choller;for he according to the nature of his Popes holy re- 
ligton, thought that when all arguments had failed, yet mo- 
ney would haue won him,and thereforeſeeing him ſo high= 
ly to ſcorne,and ſo diſdainfully tocontemnelo great offers, 
| hethoughtit very ſtrange;and therefore (ceing all his labor 
loſ},and his belt hold proue ſo weake, he fell from mony eo 
meere madnes; and forgetting himſelfe,and his duty,brake 
qut into ill words,and reprochful termes. But when the Ma- 
iſtratewas informed of it, and ſaw thatthis arrogant Papiſt 
durſt ſo far abuſethe patience of ſo honorable a man, there- 
fore by their authority they forbad him the city{asthe ma- 
ner of that placeis in ſuch caſes) and ſo this newes-bringer 
had his paſport to be packing, and to goe home and count 
his (iluer,and there to brag of his good ſucceſſe;for henow 
could ſay by good experience, that ſo much money as was 
enoughtolead an hundred Popiſh Friersto and fro whither 
a man would, like Beares by the noſe, couldnot touch the 
colcience of one Proteſtant, much lefſe make him a Papiſt. 
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CHare. XXIX. 

Being aelinered from the importunitie of the [ſuit ; not long 
after, 6ame a CMonkewiwmble witted and learned,a hinſ- 
man of his owne, who had a ſtrong conceut that he could 
bane recleimed him : but be came too late, the CMar- 


que ſe being dead before he came, 


A thus it pleaſed God to deliuer this ſicke gentleman 
from this troubleſome tempter, andthis metTenger of 
Satan which cameto haue buffeted him;but he buffered, yea 
and vanquiſhed him,and Satan in himz&he might reportat 
home, that he found the Marqueflelickinbody, but whole 
in mind, yea,that heneuer ſaw in al his fife ſo refolued a con- 
ſcience, and ſo couragious a minde in ſo weake a body. And 
. thus 
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thus the Lord doubtlelle did in mercy to him, that being 7 
free from this diſquiet companion, hee might with more 
comfort and lelle griefe beare the burden of his ſicknelle, 
which now grew vpon him moreand morc,and left hinot 
till it made him leaue the world,and till it had tranſlated him 
from this his pilgrimage to his eternall re{t; and till ir had 
made him of a poore Marquelleypon carth,a glorious king 
in heauen, Whoſe death as it was wonderfully lamented of | 
thewhole Church, for the vnrecouerable lotle they had of | 
him;ſo it was a mercifull blefſing,and a welcome metTenger 
of God to him: forit freed and deliuered him from many 
ſtormes of new temptations which the Diuell was railing a- 
gainſt him:for within a ſhort time afrer hisdeath,therecame 
to Genewa, acertaine Monke, a good (choller,a Gentleman 
by birth, andneere akinneto Galea; whobcing pult vp 
with Monkiſh pride, and a conceit of his owne abilitie for 
ſuch an enterpriſe, thought (o farre to haue preuailed with 
Galeacis by his nimble wit and eloquent tongue,asto hauc 

r{waded him now at the laſt, eytherto haue relinquiſhed 

is Religion, or at lealt, tohauclefe Genera and to hauere» 
turncd into J:aly, (where his vacle had beenelately Pope ) 
that (o by hisprelenceand countenance,and the help of his 
grcat friends, (which he had both in the Popes & the Em- 
perours Court,) his children might be in more poſlibtlitie 
of thoſe high dignities,and great places in the world,which 
they and their other friends aimed attand forthe attainment 
whercof,nothing ſo much hindered them;astheir Fathers 
Religion and courſe of life. Bur here turned home a proud 
foole as hee came, and aſhamed of hisproud and inſolent 
ſpirit which perſwaded him by his vaine babling, hee could 
haucouercome him,whom he found, when hecame to Ge- 
neua,to haucouercome theworldand all fpirituall enemies, 
and now to betriumphing inthe glory of Heauen. And lo 
leauing him,andall other his Popiſh carnall kindred, gnaſh- 
ing their tecth for to ſee his admirable conſtancy;lct 
vs returne againe to our licke Gentleman, whoſe end now. 
haſting on, will alſo haften an end of this ſtrange Story. 
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Cnar. XXX. 
H: S long and languiſhing ſicknetle grew and increaſed 


vpon him in (uch meaſure,as his paine was moſt grie- 
UOouUt; but hee bare it with an heroicall and heaucnly COU 
rage:{o that it might manifeltly appeare that cucn the Lord 
from heauen Cid jend him lircngiÞ;and as thetormentsand 
pangs of the diſeaſe increaled, lo his faith and patience, and 
all heaucnly vertues ſhone 4n hun more and more : ſothat 
it was moſt cruc of him which the Apoſtle ſaith; as the owt- 
ward man periſhed, ſothe inward man was renwed daily, His 
body pined away,but his minde & loule grew from ſtrength 
' to ſtrength:and as'a by-(tander fecles nut the paines of him 
that is tormented or racked before his cyecs,lo his ſoule and 
minde (tood as it were a farre off, bcholding the paines and 
vexations of the body,and being vntoucht it (elfe, did as it 
were laugh at Satan,linne,death and danination; who by all 
their ivynt power, could doe no more, but onely ro vexe & 
rackethis poore carkaſe with bodily diſcales, but were not 
able to touch the ſoule,to vexerhemind,or wound the con- 
ſcience.If any man aske thereaſon why his minde & conlci- 
ence wereſo quictin this ſo great torment of the body: the 
- reaſon was, for thathis minde was imployed in holy medita- 
tions,as of the ſingular loue of God his Father vnto him in 
Chrilt [cſus; wherby he afſured himſclfevndoubcedly of (al- 
-vation,of che manifold holy graces, wherwith God had ador- 
ned him : by theforce whereof, he ſaid, he had borne off fo 
many buffets of Satan,had paſſed ſo many pikes of troubles, 
and comcaway conquerer in ſo many fearefull fights, as had 
oppoled them(clues again{thim in his converlion:thele gifts 
& graces of God he weighed withthecrolles of his icknes, 
and found then far heauier;and he compared thele momen- 
tany and light atHiRions, with that excecding and eternal 
waight of glory, which, heſaid, he knew was laid vp for him 
in heauen, Theſe and ſuch like meditations cheered vp his 
ſpirit more then the force of his{icknes could appall him. _ 
But abouecall things he felt ynſpeakable comfort & (weet- 
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nes in his prayersto the Lord; which he poured out.mollt 
ferucntly,and with a zealous and faithfull heart : and would 
often lay,that in themidlt of his prayers, his ſouleſeemedto 
him to be cuen rauiſhed out of himſelfe,& to taſt of the blel- 
ſed ioyes of heauen. So that the ſaying of the bletTed A- 
poltle was verified in him,as the /uſfrings of { briſt abounded m 
w5,ſ0 conſolation by { briſt abeunded much more. In his licknes 
he wanted no helpeof the Phylitian, for they came to him 
out of all parts of the citie:and willingly did they all dotheir 
diligence about his body, whoſe ſoule they knew had Chriſt 
Icſus to be the Phylitian for it, His friends alſo continually 
vilited him, who were of the chiete mea in thecitie, & they 
were all welcometo him rich and poore;and ir is hard toſay 
whether he recciued more comfort by them, or they more 
ſpirituall edification by him; his ſpeeches and behaujours 
were (o full of patience, and {o,well {eafoned with all grace. 
All his friends performed to him what duty ſocuer was in 
their power, but eſpecially his worthy wife did then ſhew her 
ſelfe moſt louing and loyall, for ſhe was neucr from about 
him,and ſaw that he wanted nothingwhich the worldcould 
yeeld for the recouery of his health: but all was in vaine, for 
the time of his diflolution was at hand,and he had runne the 
royall race of a molt holy Chriſtian life; and nuw nothing 
remained but a blelſed death; Hee might lay as the Apoltle 
did with much ioy of heart; hamevmn my race,] hane finiſhed 
my conrſe, 1 haue kept the faith * from henceforth is laid wp for 
me a crown? of ri; hteouſneſſegwhich Chriſt the righteo Inage 
' will gine to me, andto all ſuch as waite for bis appearing. 

After few dayes the violence of his licknes was ſach, as it 
ouercame all power of phylicke;(o that it was manifeſt; that 
that bletſcd hourcapproched,wherin the Lord had appoin- 
tedto accompliſh his owne good worke in himpgheffore he 
ſcqueſtred himlſclfe altogether from any more care of his 
body,and from all yyorldlycogitations;hee renounced the 
world and all inityheetooke hisfarewell of his wife, and all 
his Chriſtian friends,and (aid, hee ſhould lead them the way 
to heauens Hee fixed all his thoughts vpon his My 
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 fouleandallhe fixed onthe Lord in heauen : and cryedto 
Chriſt leſus,that as he had ſought him al his life. ſo hewould 
now receiue him,and acknowledge him fer his owne, And 
thus as all his friends ſat about him,and as thePreachersand 
Miniſters were occupied in holy prayers,and reading ofthe 
Scriptures, and applying to him the heauenly conſolations 
of Gods word,in the performance of thele exerciſes, he en- 
ded his dayes,wherein he had taken delight all his life long: 
and as he reioyced to hauethem inthis life,ſo it pleaſed the 
Lord that he ſhould haue them at his death. And ſo in the 
mid(t of all his friends,inthe preſence of the Miniſters,cuen 
in theſight of them all,he peaceably and quietly yeelded vp 
his ſpirit, and rendred his ſoule intothe hands of his merct- 
full God and faithfull Creator, of whom he had reccived it; 
who immediately by the miniſtery of his holy Angelsrecei- 
uing it at his hands,and waſhing it pure in the bloud of Teſus 
Chriſt,crownedit with the crowne of cternall and heauenly 
 happines. And thus this holy man was tranſlated from ano- 
ble man on earth, to bea noble Saintin heauen;& of a Mar- 
queiſeon earth in barename and tire, hee was aduanced to 
beagloriousandtriumphing Kinginheauen:where he now 
raignes in glory withthat God whom he fofaithfully ſerued 
on carth.That God and'mercifull Father grant that all wee 
that reade this admirable tory,may be allured to take vpon 
vs the ſame molt holy profeſſion, that this thrice noble 
Marqueſle did;and may renounce and caſt off what ever in 
this world wefee doth hinder vs from the holy fellowſhip of 
Chriſt Jeſus; andfirengthenvs that wee may be faithfull to 
the end andſo'wee may attaine the crowne of life in that 
glory,wherethisnoble Galeariwe, and all the heauenly hoſt 
of Gods Saints doe wait for vs, Amen, This was his life, this* 
was his end: letthy life belike his,andthy hart walke 
 . in the ſame way; then ſhall thy (e |
